Petition Sets Forth that Proposed Ac- 
+ tion Was on March 30, 1896, 
Defeated by United States 
Supreme Bench, 


PRESENT MOVE ONLY SUBTERFUGE 


St. Paul, Minn., March 10.—[Special.]—The 
Attorney Genéral of the United States, as 
directed by President Roosevelt, this 
afternoon at 5 o’clock filed in the 
Federal Circuit Court a bill in equity 
intended to nullify the recent merger of the 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern, and Bur- 
lington railway companies. The action is 
brought under the Sherman or anti-trust law 
of 1890, and supported by the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court of March, 1896. 

The Attorney General asks that the North- 
ern Securities company be compelled to sur- 
render the shares of stock in the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific companies, 
He asks further that the officers and stock- 
holders’ of those two railway companies be 
perpetually enjoined from recognizing or ac- 
cepting the Northern Securities company as 
the owher or holder of any of the shares of 
their capital stock. 

These demands are made for reasons, 
briefly stated, as follows: 

That the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railways were the only transcon- 
tinental competing lines across the northern 
tier of States from the great lakes to the 
Pacific. 


Tried It Once Before. 


solidate the two companies, but that the at- 
tempt was defeated by a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court on March 30, 
1896, in which it was held that the practical 
effect would be the consolidation of two 
parallel and competing lines. 

That the merger of the companies named 
by the transfer of stock to the Northern 
Securities company is only an attempt to 
evade the decision of the United States Su- 
perior Court of March 30, 1896. 

That the Northern Securities company has 
effected a combination in restraint of trade 
and commerce in violation of the anti-trust 
law of July 2, 1890. 

That the Northern Securities company was 
not organized in good faith; that it has not 
and never had any capital sufficient to war- 
rant such a stupendous operation; that its 
subscribed capital is only $30,000.. 


‘Synopsis of Bill in Equity. 

A synopsis of the bill of equity is as fol- 
lows: 

** The fact is recited that the Northern Se- 
curities company isa corporation organized 
under the laws of the State of New Jersey; 
that the Great Northern railroad was or- 
ganized under the laws of the State of Min- 
nesota, and the Northern Pacific railroad 
under the laws of Wisconsin, and that the 
two last named companies are common car- 
riers, doing an interstate business. 

** These companies at and prior to the doing 
of the acts complained of owned and oper- 
ated two separate, independent, parallel, and 
competing lines of railway aggregating over 
5,500 miles in length. 

‘They were the only transcontinental 
lines of railway extending across the north- 
ern tier of States west of the great lakes, 
from the great lakes and the Mississippi 
River to the Pacific Ocean, and were then 
engaged in active competition. 


. Merger Tried Once Before. 

“That prior to the year 1893 the Northern 
Pacific system was owned and operated by 
the. Northern Pacific railroad company, a 
corporation organized under certain acts of 
Congress; that during that year the company 
became insolvent and was placed in the 
hands of a receiver. 

“While in this condition, awaiting fore- 
closure and sale, an arrangement was en- 
tered into between a majority of the bond- 
holders of the Northern Pacific railway com- 
pany and the Great Northern railway com- 
pany for a virtual consolidation of the two, 
and placing the control of the Northern Pa- 
cific system in the hands of the Great North- 
ern. 

“This arrangement contemplated the sale 
under foreclosure of the Northern Pacific 
company to a committee of bondholders who 
should organize a new corporation to be 
known as the Northern Pacific railway com- 


pany. 
Defeated by Supreme Court. 

‘The carrying out of this arrangement,” 
says the petition, ‘“‘ was defeated by the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of Pearsall against the Great 
Northern railway company, which was de- 
cided on March 30, 1806, in which it was 
held that the practical effect would be the 
consolidation of two parallel and competing 
lines of railway, and the giving to the defend- 
ant, the Great Northérn railway company, 
a monopoly of all traffic in the northern half 
of the State of Minnesota as well as of all 
transcontinerital traffic north of the line of

A NATIONAL STRIKE 


TEAMSTERS TIE UP BOSTON AND 
MAY INVOLVE OTHER CITIES. 


Have Support of All Big Labor Organi- 
sations—Over 7,500 Men Out and 
More to Follow When Necessary— 
Leaders Count on 30,000 in Event 
Extremes Are Needed — Food Sup- 
plies Cut Off and Nearby Towns Al- 
ready Feeling Effect of Trouble. 


{By E. H. Heinrichs, Editor of the Teamster, 
National Organ of the Master Team Owners. 

ittsburg, Pa., March 10.—The team dri- 
vers’ strike in Boston is merely the forerun- 
ner of similar occurrences all over the coun- 
try, and the cause of it I place mainly upon 
the unfortunate condition of the teaming 
trade. The team owners, of whom there are 
about 50,000 in this country, representing an 
investment in horses, wagons, and stables 


| of probably $30,000,000, lack organization, 


and hence they are unable to deal with any 
trouble as a strike. The trouble is the indi- 
vidual team owner in almost every city in 
this country makes his own prices and runs 
his business without any organized system. 


Boston, Mass., March 10.—[Special.]—The 
initial move im the teamsters’ strike, which 
promises to extend over the entire country, 
was well started here today. 

Seventy-five hundred men are out, 700 ex- 
pressmen, and 150 general team drivers 
joined tonight, while the ‘longshoremen, 
numbering 4,000, the Knights of Labor 
freight handlers, numbering 2,000, and em- 
ployés of the Boston and Maine road num- 
bering 1,500 more, declared themselves ready 
to move as soon as it became necessary to 
make the teamisters’ strike effective. 


Sunday Quiet in the Streets. 

The streets of Boston were under a Sunday- 
like stillness all day, none of the heavy 
trucking befng done. 

Only the vernment institutions, such as 
the hospitals, schools, and houses of cor- 
rection, and a contractor who handles the 
bonded goods for the customs service, are 
specifically exempted the effects of the 
strike order. 


Business Is Suffering. 


The dry goods merchants were greatly in- 
convenienced, and the wholesale fish dealers 
found it impossib‘e to ship goods except by 
express, and as a result T wharf, the center 
of the fresh fish industry, was badiy con- 
gested. Most of the fishermen, finding it im- 
possible to dispose of their cargoes, set saifl 
for Gloucester to sell their wares for pack- 
ing and drying purposes. The provision deal- 
ers were wel! supplied in anticipation of the 
strike, and many had men hauling meat all 
Sunday night to cold storage places. But if 
the strike continues many days the market 
will be cleaned out and prices on commodi- 
ties will soar high. 


Involves 30,000 in Boston. 

Including the men already out, those ready 
to go out and those who will be directly af- 
fected, the union leaders estimate that 30,000 
men can be depended upon in the City of 
Boston alone, 

Of the unions in session tonight only two 
voted to strike in the morning, the express- 
men, numbering 700, and the Genera! Team 
Drivers’ union of 150 men, The longshore-

Merchandise Is Tied Up. 

At Lynn 2,300 cases of shoes are held up in 
freighthouses. Tonight the Lynn and Bos- 
ton Steamship company handled an enor- 
mous amount of merchandise. This avenue 
of transportation will be closed tomorrow if 
the Boston longshoremen go out. — 

The action of the expressmen will] quickly 
affect the fast freight business with nearby 
business centers like Worcester, Springfield, 
Hartford, New Haven, Providence, Fall 
River, and New Bedford. 

The local leaders here are absolutely con- 
fident of victory and say they have assur- 
ances from all over the United States that 
every big city in the country will be tied up 
if necessary to attain the desired end. 


Aroused by the strike of the freight hand- 
lers in Boston, the “ rustlers” of the rail- 
road freighthouses in Chicago are preparing 
to organize. There are 7,000 of them em- 
ployed by the various railroads running into 
the city. They have come to the conclusion 
that their hours are too long and their pay 
too small. As a result a committee has re- 
quested President James H. Bowman of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor to organize 
a union. 

The application for organization was made 
yesterday to Mr. Bowman, who immediately 
instructed Chairman John Fitzpatrick of 
the Organization committee of the federa- 
tion to undertake the work. Assisted by the 
dozen members of this committee, Chairman 
Fitzpatrick will issue circulars and visit the 
freight handlers personally to see that they 
are properly informed of the intentions of 
the central labor body. It is expected a 
meeting’will be called for next week. 

“The freight handlers of the various rail- 
roads are not as well off as the section men,” 
said President Bowman. “ They work from 
7 o’clock in the morning until they get 
through at night. Their work fs heavy, and 
must be done quickly and accurately. Under 
existing conditions, practically all they do 
is to work, eat, and sleep. The wages they 
receive do not enable them to do ejther of 
the latter acts satisfactorily. When they 
are organized they will be affiliated with 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, which will 
do its best to put their organization on its

handlers réceive from $1.25 to

MURDERS A GIRL: 
FACES LYNCHING. 


Slayer Attempts Suicide and 
Fact That He Is Dying 
Stays Purpose of 
Angry Citizens. 


TRAGEDY IN RIVER VIEW. 


Cripple Brother of Victim, a 
Witness of the Crime, in 
Wheeled Chair Leads 
the. Mob. 


SHOOTING DUE TO JEALOUSY 


Jealousy was responsible for a murder and 
River View, twenty miles northwest of Chi- 
3 


cago. 

The crime all but resulted in the lynching 
of the fatally wounded slayer as a final chap- 
ter of the tragedy. As it was, a mob of 200 
men pounded and shouted at the barred doors 
of the Town Hall, demanding the murderer 
that they might crush out the little life re- 

‘maining in him. It was only when the word 
wads passed out that he was dying that the 
mob receded from its demands. 


Killed Girl in the Street. 

The murder was committed in the streets 
of the village shortly after 6 o’clock in the 
evening. Edward Desnitz, 22 years of age, 
did the shooting, and Lillie Dittman, 19 
years of age and daughter of J. Dittman, 
prominent among the real estate dealers 
of River View and Desplaines, was his 
victim. The murder marked the end of 
a two years’ courtship. 

One of the two or three witnesses was 4 
crippled brother of the girl who was sitting 
in his wheel chair on the sidewalk in front 
of his father’s house, 100 yards away. The 
cripple was unable to leave his chair, and, 
on seeing the shot fired, wheeled the ve- 
hicle with his utmost haste to where his 
sister lay. She had died instantly, the bul- 
let striking her heart. 


Jealousy Cause of Crime. 

Desnitz and his sweetheart had been em- 
ployed in the same paper mill at River View, 
though the girl's father was well todo. Yes- 
terday Desnitgz did not go to work, but vis- 
ited Chicago instead. He had accused the 
young woman of caring more for another 
young man than for him. She had taunted 
him with being jealous. They had contin-° 
ued to go to parties often together, and no 
one paid attention to his brooding. 

It was just 6 o’clock when Desnitz returned 
from the day spent in thecity. He went at 
once to the Dittman house. A member of the 
family met him at the door. 

“I’ve come for some of those presents I 
gave Lillie,” he said. ‘‘ I want to take them 
with me. Is she home now?’ 

He was told she was not. He was given 
the rings and other little gifts he had pre- 
sented the girl at one time or another during 
the two years. With a gruff word of at- 
tempted thanks he turned to go. 

A hundred yards down the street he met 
the girl hurrying home from work. What 
words passed between them no one else 
heard. The few witnesses, including her 
helpless brother, saw him address her rough- 
ly, waving his arms violently. She put out 
her hands, evidently trying to pacify him. 
He raised his hands as if to strike her. The 
girl sought.to get past him and stepped off 
the walk to run toward her home. 


Kills Girl; Wounds Himself. 

In &@ moment he drew a revolver from his 
coat pocket and fired one shot. The one bul- 
let was fatal. Desnitz then turned the 
weapon on himself and-shot himself in the 
right temple. At this time the crippled 
brother was wheeling laboriously toward 
them. Another witness was Superintendent 
Miller of the Schaeffer Piano company, who 
rushed toward the prostrate form of the girl. 

** Desnitz had fired the bullet into his own 
head,”’ said Mr. Miller later, “* but his body 
was upright and rigid as if he werea soldier 
on parade. He saw me coming and aimed 
the weapon as if to fireatme. 1 jumped into 
the ditch near the sidewalk to hide, but as I 
did so the man's body fell forward in a heap, 
the revolver tumbling from his grasp. I saw 
his every action, and I am sure the shot 
which wounded him was fired before he 
aimed the weapon at me. After I started 
running toward them ,seeing the girl topple 
over, there was no other shot." : 


Crowd Calls for Vengeance. 

A crowd surrounded the scene of the 
shooting. In the crowd was the crippled 
brother, shouting for vengeance. There 
were also scores of men from the paper 
mills at which the young man and his girl 
had worked. The lifetess body of the girl 
was carried home, while the unconscious 
man was taken to the town hall. The news 
of the shooting spread. 

*“ Let’s hang him!"’ shouted one young fel- 
low in the crowd which lined the street, and 
the throng took upthecry. Inthe meantime 
the village authorities, headed by Justice of 
the Peace Sexauer, had summoned physi- 
cians to attend the murderer. Then the 
crowd suddenly turned into a mob, and each 
of the 200 men who had gathered joined in 
the cry of “‘ Hang him!" The girl's crippled 
brother was in the vanguard of the crowd. 

Sexauer called up the Chicago police and 
asked advice as to what he should do in the 
extremity. He was told to hoid the crowd at | 
bay if possible and bring the wounded man 
to the county jail in Chicago when oppor- 
tunity offered to get aboard a train. 


Tells Mob Man Is Dying. 

In the meantime Dr. G. E. Fouser had ex- 
amined. Desnitz and had declared that death 
was only a question of time. Justice 
Sexauer appeared at upper window of 
the hall and tried to make himself heard. 

“Don’t try to hang him,” he urged, “ he’s 
dead now, or will be in qa short time,” 

Here the mob receded from _its purpose, 
put late in the night the crowd fringed the 
building in which Desnitz my. At midnight 
the man was still alive. 

This was,not Desnitz’s first attempt to end 
his life. Last summer he was attacked with 
a fit of jealousy and tried suicide. The at- 
tempt failed, the trouble between him and 
Miss Dittmann was patched over, and the 
again were devoted friends. : | 

J. F. Dittmann, the girl's father, is a 
prominent man in the manufacturing village. 
The parents of Desnitz live at the village, 
too, and the families have been close friends.

KILLED IN HOSPITAL CHAIR 


WOMAN: PATIENT’S SKULL FRAC- 
TURED IN AN ELEVATOR. 


Mrs. Anna Schneider, While Being 
Moved from Fourth to Fifth Floor 
in West Side Institution, Is Struck 
by a Shaft Projection and Death Is 
Instantaneous — Nurse Who Wit- 
nessed Accident Becomes rT 
cal—Police Trying to Fix Blame. 


While being renfoved from one ward to 
another in the West Side Hospital in an 
elevator, Mrs. Anna Schneider, 358 West 
Ohio street, was iristantly killed yesterday 
evening. Whether the accident was caused 
by the negligence of the attendants and 
elevator conductor or was due to the faulty 
construction of the elevator is puzzling the 
police, who were not notified of the accident 
for several hours after its occurrence, No 
arrest had been made at 2 o'clock this morn 
ing. 

Mrs. Schneider was 23 years of age and 
was .a bride of a few months. At 2 o'clock 
this morning notice of her death had not 
reached her husband, who is a clerk in a 
down-town store, though the hospital au- 
thorities say they tried to reach him at mid- 
night. The accident occurred at 9:30 p. m. 
while the young woman was being trans- 
ferred from the fourth to the fifth floor. 


Placed on Invalid Cart. 

The patient was placed on the invalid’s 
wheel cart used to transfer patients, and 
was taken: to the elevator, which was in 
charge of Night Engineer Joseph Zimmerle. 
In charge of the cart was Nurse Laura Hale, 
who had been selected as the caretaker of 
Mrs. Schneider. The elevator is one that 
has often been .criticised by the policemen 
who have taken patients to the hospital. 

The shaft is broken for openings for ven- 
tilation and other purposes and ledges three 
and four inches long project in several 
places. The west or rear end of the elevator 
}is unprotectéd by a door or screen of any 
kind. 


Cart Jostled to One Side. 

So far as the accident of last night is con- 
cerned the elevator conductor and nurse de- 
clare that their attention was at no time 
distracted. 

In some way the jolting of the car as it 
rose from the fourth to the fifth floor dis- 
turbed the wheel cart and it rolled to the 
rear edge of the elevator, where Mra, 
Schneider's head projected to a point where 
it was caught between the back of the 
vehicle and a ledge at the fifth floor. Her 
skull was fractured. 

The conductor finally got the elevator to 
the fifth floor and the victim was borne toa 
bed. When the physicians examined her she 
was dead. 


Nurse Becomes Hysterical. . 

The nurse in chhrge of the invalid became 
hysterical on seeing the death of her charge, 
and excitement bordering on a panic was 
caused for a few moments among the patients 
on the fourth and fifth floors. 

Before the police of the district were notl- 
fled the engineer in charge of the elevator 
was allowed to leave the building and the 
nurse was cared for at the home of friends. 
To all inquiries regarding the accident the 
officials in charge of the Institution main- 
tained reticence, alleging that the Coroner’s 
office had been notified of the affair. 


Was to Be Operated On Today. 
Mrs. Schneider was taken to the hospital 


to have been performed this morning. The 
occasion of the attempted transfer to the 
fifth floor was to place her under circum- 
stances where she would more readily be 
prepared for the ordeal. 

It is said the operation would not have 
been necessarily serious.

LONDON, March 11, 3 a. m.—The defeat 
and capture of Lord Methuen by the Boer 
General Delarey has plunged England into 
gloomy depression. 

The news was read in Parliament late 
yesterday, and the fact was disclosed that’ 
the War office had known since last Satur- 
day that in a battle before daybreak on 
March 7 a force of 1,200 British soldiers had 
been stampeded; that forty-one men had 
been killed, seventy-seven wounded, over 
200 captured, and Lord Methuen himself 
made a prisoner, after his leg had been 
broken. The Boers were uniformed in 
British uniforms of khaki. 

The serious view of the press may be 
summed up in the statement that the re- 
verse is grave and humiliating, tending ta 
add months te the duration of the war. 


Methuen’s Probable Fate. 

Methuen’s fate at the hands of the Boerg 
is a matter of speculation. It is believed, 
however, that he will be held as a hostage 
for the personal ‘safety of Commandant 
Kritzinger, now on trial for treason. Others 
believe that the Boers may offer to ex- 
change Methuen for Cronje, now a prisone®

London Stunned by the News. 

The news came like a thunderbolt to Lon- 
don.

The news calbe too late to affect business 
on the Stock Exchange, but excited curb 
dealings quickly followed the closing, in 
which south Africans slumped heavily.

_Throgmorton street was thronged with 
south African operators, eagerly inquiring 
for details of the British defeat and watch- 
ing the effect of the announcement. Shares 
were offered freely at first, but by 6 o’clock 
the excitement had abated and the curb tone 
hardened.

Lord 
Methuen early in the war failed in carrying 
out the relief of Kimberley under conditions 
which, after a full survey of the position and

on him. The untiring energy which he has 
since displayed and the confidence with 
which he has been regarded by all who have 
since served with him deserves the fullest 
recognition.”’

Lord Roberts Praises Methuen.

a.m, The other, with the mule wagons, 
started an hour later. Just before dawn the 
Boers attacked.

These at first 
were checked by the flank parties, but the 
panic and stampede of the mules had begun, 
and all the mule wagons, with a terrible 
mixture of mounted men, rushed past the ox 
wagons.

“Major Paris collected forty mem and oc- 
cupied a position a mile in front of the wag- 
ons, which were then halted. After a gal- 
lant but useless defense the enemy rushed 
into the ox wagons, and Methuen was 
wounded in the thigh. Paris, being sur- 
rounded, surrendered at 10 a. m. Methuen 
is still in the Boer camp.,”’ 


Kitchener’s Third Dispatch. 

In a dispatch dated Pretoria t6day Gen- 
eral Kitchener sends the following sum- 
mary of the kitest reports of the disaster: 

**General Methuen’s ox convoy, escorted 
half his force, started an hour in advance 
of the mule convoy. The enemy made a 
sudden flanking and enveloping attack from 
the rear. The first disorder was occasioned 
by the native boys with the led horses gal- 
loping through the mule convoy as the lat- 
ter was endeavoring to comply with General 
Methuen’s directions to close on the ox con-. 
voy. This disorder in the mule convoy com- 
municated itself to the mounted troops, and. 
Boers dressed in khaki, riding along the. 
wagons, frustrated all attempts of the offi- 
cers to raily their men. 

“Great confusion ensued among this por- 
tion of the mounted troops, and they and. 
the mule wagons, galloping three miles be- 
yond the ox wagons, were cut off in sections. 
The Fourth and Thirty-eighth Batteries 
fought with great gallantry. ‘Three hundred 
of the Northumberland Fusiliers and the 
Loyal North Lancashire Regiment showed 
conspicuous courage in protecting the wag- 
ons, refusing to surrender until resistance 
Was useless. 


Boers in British Uniform. 

“ Delarey’s forces were. almost all dressed 
in our uniform, which made it impossible for 
the infantry to distinguish between our men 
and the enemy when the mounted troops 
were driveninonthem. , 

“The enemy numbered 1,500 men, with a 
fifteen-pounder and a pompom. Delarey, 
Celliers, Kemp Vermass, Tromp, and other 
Boer commanders were present. 


Methuen’s Leg Broken. d 


** General Methuen was seen by an agent 
of the Intelligence department, well cared 
for in his own wagon. @y a private telegram 
I find that his thigh is fractured, but he is 
reported to be doing well.

Methuen’s Record in Africa. 

Lord Methuen went to south Africa at the 
beginning of the war with a brilliant record 
as asoldier. He was given the choicest reg- 
iments of the British army, and has been 


accused of making more serious blunders | 


than any other British Genera! in the field. 

Landing at Cape Town early in November, 
1899, with his baggage marked “To Pre- 
toria,’’ Lord Methuen was placed in charge 
of the campaign planned for the relief: of 
Kimberley. 

Late in November, 1899, Methuen began his 
advance toward Kimiberley. It is recalled as 
a singular coincidence that in his first battle 
the Boer forces were commanded by General 
Delarey. At Belmont, on Nov. 23, he fought 
his first battle, winning a victory, but at a 
‘heavy cost. Two days later, on Nov. 25, he 
‘won a second victory at Enslin, near Gras 
Pan. In these two engagements the British 
captured from the Boers 64 wagons loaded 
with supplies and destroyed 50,000 rounds of 
Boer ammunition and 750 shells. Delarey 
fell back ‘on the Modder River, with 
Methuen’s forces in pursuit. 


Modder River and Defeat. 


On Nov. 28 Methuen and his army forced 
a passage across the Modder River. Here 
he was opposed by 8,000 Boers, and the battle 
was Methuen losing heavily, 
seventy-three officers and men being 
and 372 wounded. es 

On Dec. 11 Methuen met his first defeat at 
Magersfontein. Here he led his troops 
against Cronje’s army, strongly intrenched. 
Here the famous Highland brigade was 
thrown blindly at a Boer position only to 
be entrapped. General Wauchope, the High- 
land General, was killed. Methuen retreated, 
having lost in killed, wounded, and missing 
903 men, the Highland brigade alone losing 
650 of this number. 

After the defeat at Magersfontein Methuen 
was practically besieged in his camp on the 
Modder River until the middle of February, 
when Lord Roberts released him. 


Accused of Being Insane. 


After General Methuen’s defeat at Magers- 
fontein it was reported that he had shown 
signs of breaking down almost immediately 
after he took command of his division, and 
General Wolseley, who was then Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the British forces, is said 
to have suggested to the War office after the 
battle at Belmont that Methuen should be 
relieved, but his advice was not heeded. 
General Methuen sent a number of remark- 
able messages to the War office, one of which 
contained just three words, ‘“‘ Darkness 
after dawn."’ 

In the western Transvaal Methuen’s most 
signal achievement was the skirmish on 
April 5, 1900, with a Boer force commanded 
by the French officer, Colonel de Villebois- 
Mareuil. The latter was killed, 


Sent to Capture De Wet. 

In June, 1900, Methuen was given orders to 
go out and capture De Wet. He started, 
and after marching vigorously in many 4di- 
rections was practically cornered at Heil- 
bron by De Wet. Lord Kitchener was sent 
with a strong force to hie relief, and finally 
released him from, his predicament. 

Since the middle of the year 1900 Lord 
Methuen has not been prominent in the mili- 
tary operations. 


Delarey’s Brilliant Record. 

General Delarey has been one of the most 
dashing of the Boer leaders and enjoys a 
reputation second only. to that of De Wet. 

Delarey’s name appears seldom in the 
earlier dispatches of the war. He was an 
Orange Free-Stater and attached to Cronje’s 
army. He commanded the Boers against 
Methuen at Belmont and Gras Pan. He 
escaped capture, however, and succeeded 
Cronje as Chief Commandant in the Orange 
Free State under President Steyn. When 
Lord Methuen began his advance northward 
from Bloemfontein towards Pretoria Delarey 
opposed his progress, but constantly falling 
pack toward the Vaal River. 

Since that time Delarey has taken part 
in several sharp engagements. Only two

ENVOY LAUGHS AT STORY.

PEKIN, March 10.—A prominent Manchu 
censor has memorialized the throne for the 
removal of Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Min- 
ister to the United States. The cengor as- 
serts that Wu Ting Fang corruptly retained, 
ostensibly for repairs to the Chinese Lega- 
tion in Washington, $80,000 of the Tien Tsin 
silver refunded ‘by the American govern- 
ment, amounting in;all to $376,000. 


Discredited in Washington. 

Washington, D. C.; March 10.—[Special.]— 
If Mr. Wu Ting Fang retained $80,000 worth. 
of the Tien Tsin silver returned to China, he 
must have been even more clever than he is 
credited with being. The money was not 
returned through Minister Wu, but through 
a Hongkong bank. 

Furthermore, if Minister Wu retained that 
amount of money ostensibly for repairs on 
the nese Legation, he must have pre- 
sumed’‘a great deal on the ignorance of his 
own Foreign office. The Chinese Legation 
is in a rented building, which was the per- 
sonal residence of its owner. It is a good 
house in:a good location, but $80,000 would 
probably buy the whole concern, 


Wu’s Valuable Services. 

Officials here always regret to see any evi- 
dence of discontent in China concerning Min- 
ister Wu. He has far exceeded the ordinary 
term of a Chinese diplomat, and his recall 
has been due for a considerable léngth of 
time, but his services to his native land were 
so extraordinary that if he had taken sev- 
eral times $80,000 worth of silver he would 
not be too highly paid. Ri 

Wu Ting Fang undoubtedly preserved 
China from dismemberment, and the prob- 
ability ig that his action saved the lives of 
the foreign Ministers in Pekin, who proba- 
bly would have been slaughtered if the in- 
vading army had marched through China 
with fire and sword ignorant of the fate of 
the diplomats. 


Anxious to Retain Him. 

This country has intimated to China that 
it would prefer to have Mr. Wu Ting Fang 
remain here, but, of course, it has noright to 
insist on such action. There is a well under- 
stood intention here, however, that if China 
should ultimately recall its Minister, and 
then attempt to punish him for some absurd 
alleged crime, like that related in the dis- 
patch from Pekin, this country would hold 
China personally responsible on the theory 
that any indignity must necessarily have 
been on account of his well-known friendship 
for America. 


Wu Ridicules Charge. 

Mr. Wu said tonight he promptly informed 
his government as soon as the United States 
turned over to him the Tien Tsin silver fund 
and the money was placed at its disposal. An 
acknowledgment was received by telegraph. 
Not one cent of the fund, Mr. Wu said, 
could be-misappropriated, and if any por- 
tion of it were to be used for any purpose 
whatever this could be done only by the 
sanction of the Chinese government. 

The Minister has not heard officially of 
the presentation of the memorial for his 
removal, but he treats the matter lightly. 
There is, he says, no foundation for the 
statement that he retained $80,000 of the 
fund for repairs to the legation in Wash- 
ington. The charge is ridiculous on the face, 
he says, and he thinks the presentation of 
the memorial to,have been the work of some 
person acting under a misapprehension or 
on some misinformation. 


Not Based on Facts. 

The Board of Censors, the Minister ex- 
plained, is a peculiar Chinese institution 
whose personnel are the eyes and ears of the 
Emperor, and its members have the priv- 
ilege of memorializing the throne when they 
have reason to believe public matters require 
it. The members, however, have not access 
to the official records, but depend on the 
newspapers and on other sources of infor- 
mation as the basis for their charges. _ 


According to a dispatch from Washington, 
dated Jan. 23, Secretary Hay that day 
handed to Minister Wu Ting Fang a draft 
on the United States Treasury for $376,600, 
the value of the silver bullion captured b 
American marines at Tien Tsin. 

The Washington dispatch continued that 
as Minister Wu was charged with the pay- 
ment of salaries of the Chinese Consuls in 
the United States and with defraying the 
expenses of the Chinese Legations in Wash- 
ington, Lima, and Madrid, it was believed 
the money would be applied to those pur- 


poses. 


TELLS OF CRUELTY TO BOERS. 


Caroline Bartlett Crane Lectures in Hull 
House on Treatment of Prisoners 
in Bermudas. 


* Even today the English officials and the 
English papers state that Kruger, Steyn, 
and De Wet should be slaughtered like pigs. 
They still state that the Boers are cowards, 
misshapen and degenerate. Whata howling 
mockery all this is in view of the news we 
have received today.”’ 

In this way Mrs. Caroline Bartlett Crane, 
formerly pastor of the Kalamazoo People’s 
Church, commented on Deiarey’s capture of 
General Methuen in a speech last night at 
Hull House. She chose as her topic, “ Why 
I Am‘a Pro-Boer,” and discussed in detail 
‘the treatment of the Boer prisoners by the 
English government. 

“Not content with a cruel war against 
men, England has been waging one against 
women and children,” she continued. ‘* Last 
week one of the British officers acknowl- 
edged that the food given to the prisoners 
in the Bermudas was not fit to eat and 
yet they were cut to half rations. 

“‘T believe that England is now pursuing 
a policy of extermination. It will no longer 
receive our clothing: and our food ‘sent to 
the Bermudas for the women and children, 
It will accept merely mioney. That was 
distributed through the chaplains on the 
isiande but now the chaplainae are ordered 
to remain on their individual islands and 
the money cannot reach them. I am not 
in favor of sending any more. 

“The death rate among the children in 
the islands is 442 out of every 1,000, and that 
is by English Statistics. I do not know. 
whether the Boers will win or not, but after 
such news as that of today I sometimes 
think they will. If England will only give 
the children in those camps a chance to 
grow up it will have to continue to fight 
through the ages.”

BERLIN, March 10.—The dispute between 
Germany and Venezuela is nearing a settle- 
ment. The terms of this settlement are as 
yet secret. They are, however, satisfactory 
to Germany, and Venezuela has apparently 
-ylelded without Germany's having made 
| any direct threat or having had to do any- 
thing like sending an ultimatum. It is be- 
lieved that as a last condition prior to his 
acceptance of Germany's requests the Presi- 
dent of Venezuela, General Castro, said he 
could not submit easily to these requests 
while a German fleet was anchored in his 
principal harbor. Consequently the German 

squadron at La Guayra is now dispersing. 


Matos Talks of His Plans. | 

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Feb. 17.—[{Cor- 
respondence.}—General Matos, leader of the 
revolt against President Castro of Venezuela, 
declared in a recent interview on board his 
cruiser, the Bolivar, that he was only seek- 
ing to save Venezuela from anarchy. He 
continued: 

“The country is almost to a man in favor 
of the revolution, but the people have neither 
arms nor money. My emissaries have al- 
ready set out and within two weeks the 
remotest villages of Guayana will know that 
the hour of revolt has arrived; arms will 
then have been distributed and the thou- 
sands who are awaiting us will be ready 
to take the field. To risk the life of others 
is a matter of grave responsibility. We are 
now sowing, but tomorrow we will reap. I 
am preparing our revolution as the Germans 
prepared the war of 1870. The current will 
soon be so strong that it will sweep every- 
thing before it, and Castro, the representative 
of a cause which is both wicked and dis- 
astrous to my country, will find himself 
alone.”’ 

Revolution May Be Long. 

To a question whether he thought the 
revolution would be of long duration, Matos 
answered: 

‘The revolution will possibly last long 
because the country will lend itself to it. 
Up to this moment and after a pursuit of 
two months, General Castro, who affirms 
that peace exists throughout the country, 
has not been able to capture General Men- 
doza, who fled with thirty men; and the same 
can be said of Batalla and others.”

BIG BUILDINGS IN PARIS BURN.

PARIS, March 11, 8 a. m.—The biggest blaze 
seen in Paris since the burning of the Opera 
Comique in 1897 started last night in the cor- 
ner of a block of buildings in the Rue Mont- 
martre. The buildings were occupied by ten 
firms and the lower floors were filled with 
silk, velvet, and woolen goods. These ma- 
terials fed the fire and the flames spread 
rapidly to the upper portions of the buildings, 
which were used as residences, The occu- 
pants were rescued with the utmost diffi- 
culty and four were seriously injured.

YERKES ADDS T0 HOLDINGS 


SECURES CONTROL OF WATERLOO

Now Commands Four Systems, Which 
He Will Run Jointly with Branches 
and Transfer Lines—Says He Ex- 
pects to Have All the Work Done by 
British Workmen and Start the 
First Engine in About a Year—Tells 
of His Plans. 


LONDON, March 10.—After many months 
of negotiations Charles T. Yerkes has con- 
cluded a deal with the Baker Street and 
Waterloo railway, giving. him control of 
four different underground railroads. Mr. 
Yerkes said tonight: 

‘The road is about half bullt, and a new 
contract has been signed. The old contract- 
ors will finish it, and it is expected it will be 
ready to operate so soon as the power-house 
is built and the Metropolitan District road is 
ready to run. 

*“ The four roads I now control will form a 
system in connection with the Metropolitan 
District. The object is to let the district 
road act as a sort of terminal for all the 
others. As the district runs fourteen miles 
into the heart of London, it is intended to 
have connecting links and transfer stations 
for all the other roads. 

‘‘Contracts have been made with British 
companies for most of the work ahead. I de- 
sire to have all this work done by British 
workmen. The first engine will be delivered 
and in operation eighteen months from Dec. 
10, 1901, and the last six months later.” 


RUSSIA WILLING TO WITHDRAW. 


Agrees to Leave Manchuria Within 
Eighteen Months, but China Wants 
| a Year the Limit.

Germany and England at Outs. 

PEKIN, March 10.—The policies of Germany

ROSEBERY REFUSES TO LEAD. 


Former Premier Declares in Glasgow 
Speech He Has No Desire to Quit 
the Liberal Party.

LONDON, March 10.—Lord Rosebery spoke 
in Glasgow today. He declared that he had 
no design on the leadership of the Liberal 
party, and that he could not, even if he 
wished, supplant Sir Henry Campbell-Ban- 

nerman in the House of Commons. He did 
not desire the leadership in the House of 
Lords. The ambition of the new Liberal 
league was not to be excluded from the 
party. They meant to live and work inside 
the party, attempting to permeate it in the 
only direction they believed to be sound.

NORTHERN PACIFIC STRIKERS 
THREATEN TO BLOCK SYSTEM. 


Men on Rocky Mountain Division De- 
clare Some of Their Namber Were 
Discharged Unjustly and They “ean 
to Fight—All Freights Abandoned 
as Soon as Yards Are Reached—Pas- 
senger Trains with Mail Allowed to 
Pass Without Interference. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 10.—[Special.]— 
Freight crews on the Rocky Mountain Divis- 
ion of the Northern. Pacific are tieing up 
ineoming trains here as fast as they come in. 
The yard switching crews have quit and 
only passengers with mails can go through. 

Forty-five men have refused to work. 
Trouble arises over a grievance held by the 
switchmen and Brotherhood of. Railway 
Trainmen on account of the discharge of 
Conductor Arthur Burger and Brakemen 
Dolan and Latchman, as the strikers allege, 
without cause. 


Superintendent Is Obdurate. 

Superintendent Charles Russell was inter- 
viewed, and said that the next twenty-four 
hours were vital. He added: ‘*‘ During my 
absence ten days ago Trainmaster Black 
discharged a freight crew for refusing to 
obey. orders. By their refusal to take out a 
train when ordered there ensued a delay of 
several hours. Upon my arrival home today 
the Grievance committee waited on me. 

‘They demanded reinstatement of the 
-men, saying if it were not done a strike 
would be called at 4-o’clock. After investi- 
gating the charges and conferring with 
Trainmaster Black I considered the dis- 
charge justifiable by the offense and refused 
the demand. 


Strikers Express Confidence. 

Strikers predict that tomorrow will see the 
entire system tied up unless the dis- 
charged men are reinstated. They say that 
the discharge of the men was unjust, in,that 
they should not have been called out of their 
turn and that their refusal to work was 
justifiable. 

‘““We have fifty employés that are mem- 

bers of the union out with us now,”’ said one. 
‘This number will be increased as fast as 
trains have been delivered at their destina- 
tion. There will be no violence,”’ he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘ There is none necessary. We 
consider our cause just, and unless, our de- 
mands are allowed the system will be tied 
up. - * 
‘Passenger trains containing mail cars 
will not be interrupted, but all freight trains 
will be stopped tomorrow. As this means 
through freight, it may be that the system 
will be crippled, even though men on other 
divisions do not come to our support.”

Member of Architectural Commission 


for Capital’s Adornment Says the 
World’s Fair Here in 1893 Stimu- 
lated the National Desire for High- 
Class Buildings and Attractive Bou- 
levards—Intention Is to Make Poto- 
mac River City Grandest in World. 


“It was Chicago with its World’s Fair 
which vivified the national desire for civic 
beauty,” said D. H. Burnham, a member 
of the architectural commission which has 
submitted plans for the adornment of Wash- 
ington, to an audience in Fullerton Hall, 
Art Institute, last night. Mr. Burnham 
spoke before members of the Architectural 
club and its guests, explaining in detail the 
plans which have been prepared to make 
Washington the most beautiful capital in 
the world. . 

‘‘A quickening of the desire fpr beautiful 
cities has followed the Exposkion,” Mr. 
Burnham said, ‘‘ and this found a national 
expression in Washington. 
pecial interest to Chicago was the explana- 
tion of plans for the utilization of river 
frontage.

In the plans which have been submitted 
Mr. Burnham said the original design for 
the city as Washington had intended has 
been carried out. In the explanation he 
gave especial attention to the plans for 
the Mall. 

Two things, he said, had made it difficult 
to make these plans. One was the location 
of the Pennsylvania Station directly across 
the Mall and the other was the seeming im- 
possibity of fitting thé Washington Monu- 
ment with adequate surroundings. The first 
difficulty has been removed by the acquies- 
cence of the railroad company to a proposi- 
tion to move off the Mall. 


Stadium for Athletic Games. 


To meet the second, sunken gardens have 
been planned below the monument, leaving 
it standing upon its Own terrace.

PANIC IN PIT FEEDS GERM 


MICROBES THRIVE ON NOISE OF 
THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Fifteen Thousand to a Square Yard 
Floating in Atmosphere of Big Ex- 
change—Multiply and Replenish the 
Ozone as Shouts of Excited Traders 
Increase—Dr. Gehrmann, City Bac- 
teriologist, Saye He Would Not 
Want to Live There. 


When the directors of the Chicago Board 
of Trade awake to a realization of their re- 
sponsibilities there will be a new sign posted 
at the entrance of the visitors’ gallery 
reading: 


-O-O- 
DO NOT POKE OR FEED 
ANIMALS. 


-0-0--0-0-0-0-0-0-0-0 


About 15,000 germs to the square yard are 
said to be floating around in the atmosphere 
about the pits. That is 5,000 more than the 
Paris Bourse supports, but the Chicago 
Board of Trade is a noisier place. These mi- 
crobes thrive on noise. It is several thousand 
more per yard than hover around the mouth 
of the great Paris sewer, which makes 
things look bad for the Board of Trade. 


Counted by Parisian Doctors. 


Parisian bacteriologists have counted 
them. Dr. Emile Roux of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute, Dr. Pozzi, Sarah Bernhardt’s physi- 
cian, and Dr. Bergeron, have completed the 
census of microbes in the bourse and some 
large hospitals. They say that the Chicago 
and New York Boards of Trade must be 
much worse than the Parisian bourse. 

It is the yelling of the traders that causes 
the microbes, according to the physicians. 
When there is a rush of yelling men to the 
wheat pit the microbes get busy. That is 
moving day for them. 

When the men are wiggling their fingers 
and bawling out their thousands, the mi- 
crobes are supposed to conduct operations 
something in this way: 

Bull Microbe—Three-room flat here, steam 
heat and elevators. . 

Bear Microbe—Gas range? 

Bull Microbe—And electric light. 

Bear Microbe—How’s the janitor? 

Bull Microbe—He’s a Dowieite and doesn't 


swear. 

Bear Microbe—TI’ll take you. 

So the two microbes pull up the furniture 
and change houses in the throats of a couple. 
traders. With about 5,000 microbes to 
every man it is a busy scene. 

This is not used as a warning to young men 
against speculation. “If you do the mi- 
crobes will get you.” Yet every time a 
trader yells he loosens up 5,000. microbes 
and knocks a couple of thousand staphyly- 
cocci off the rafters. 


Dr. Gehrmann Keeps Away. 


But Dr. Gehrmann, the city bacterioligist, 
says he would not want to work in the Board 
of Trade. He never has counted the mi- 
crobes, but he knows they are there. 

“Tt is not only the Board of Trade, but 
wherever large numbers of peopl sneez- 
ing, shouting, and expectorating,”’ said Dr. 
Gehrmann. “Of course it is worse in a 
confined place like the Board of Trade or 
a street car or an opera-house, I should 
not care to work there. A person with 
normal vitality, however, throws them off 
without receiving harm.”

‘PERILS IN SOCIAL VICES 


DR. WASHINGTON GLADDEN AT- 
TACKS EVILS OF TODAY. 


Yale Students Are Warned Against 
Drink and Gambling and Told That 
Speculation and Cards in Drawing- 
Rooms Are the Worst Form of the 
Latter—Only Way to Defeat the Sa~- 


ing More Attractive Resorts. | 


New Haven, Conn., March 10.—[Special.]— 
The Rev. Dr. Washmgton Gladden delivered 
an address at the Yale divinity school late 
today on “‘ Social Vices."’ He said the only 
way to defeat the saloon was by establishing 
more attractive resorts. 

Dr. Gladden insisted that public gambling 
could be stopped by proper manifestations 
on the part of the authorities. The more 
insidious forms of gambling in the drawing- 
rooms of the upper classes he deciared to 
be ruinous to the innocent and the unsophis- 
ticated. 

As to the social question, Dr. Gladden said 
that one great source of its effect is that with 
prosperity a growing luxuriousness has 
caused marriage to be deferred by young 
men, and parents in many instances will not 
permit their daughters to marry any but 
well-to-do or rich men, which has had the 
effect of creating immorality. 


Grave Dangers in Speculation. 
Regarding speculation .Dr. Gladden said it 
violates the Christian principle of “ give as 
much as you can,” and does not have the 
right ethical influence. Dr. Gladden said in 


t: 

The artificial and luxurious life of our 
modern society is the heart of the troubie. 
The overvaluation of style and fashion, the 
undervaluation of the happiness that con- 
sists of plain and simple living. Weare not 
called upon to condemn speculation as essen- 
tially immoral, but it is plain that principles 
on which it rests and the motives to which 
it appeals are decidedly lower than those 
which are involved in legitimate trade. The 
evil of gambling is supposed to be the injury 
to the gambler’s character in making him 
restless and indisposed to honest industry. 


Gambler Declared a Thief. ° 


“The truth is that a gambler is essential<« 
ly a thief. A young girl from my own city 
recently visited New York and found her- 
self in a wealthy home where a card party 
was to assemble. The. girl had scruples 
against gambling, but her hostess insisted 
that she play, making her feel she would 
violate the obligations of hospitality if she 
refused. With great reluctance she yielded 
amd lost considerable money. The essential 
vulgarity and brutality of a society in which 
that can happen do not need to be pointed 
out. 


One Way to Defeat Saloons. 


‘I have come to one conclusion that when 
the salgon must go it is the bounden duty 
of those who abolish it to see that some- 
thing better takes its place... It is probable 
that with the majority of those who fre- 
quent saloons the craving for drink is a 
subordinate one; the saioon supplies the 
demand for ‘ social expression.’ The time 
has come for America to grapple with this 
problem, and it might be wise for our re- 
formers to stop denouncing the saloonkeeper 
long enough to get acquainted with him. He 
has furnished a resort to which the people 
like to come and feel at home; they must 
beat him at his own game,”

Supreme Court Decision Set- 
tles Lawsuits Involving © 
Many Millions. 


REMOVES PRESENT: BANS. 


Law Against Combinations 
Killed Because It Discrimi- 
nated in Farmers’ Favor. 


MAY BRING NEW INDUSTRIES 


Litigation involving at least $10,000,000 Is 
settled by the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court yesterday, when the Illinois 
anti-trust law was declared unconstitu- 
tional. More than this, the ruling removes 
the bar that has kept many great corpora- 
tions from locating in the State and that 
has driven others beyond Illinois’ borders. 

Whether or not it is too late to undo any 
of the harm done and regain the big plants 
and corporations lost to the State is a mat- 
ter of grave doubt, according to well posted 
men. The millions involved represent money 
withheld by purchasers of trust made goods 
who refused to pay on the plea that their 
creditors were doing an illegal business. 


Affidavits May Be Unnecessary. 

Some attorneys hold that the section re- 
quiring the filing of anti-trust affidavits by 
‘corporations throughout the State is now 
unconstitutional. Others, who have been 
engaged in the legal battle which resulted in 
an attempt to collect $8,000 from each of 
1,000 corporations which had refused to com- 
ply with this statute, contend that this 
will stand. 

Yesterday’s decision by the United States 
Suprefhe Court, in brief, holds the entire 
anti-trust law unconstitutional in that it 
violates the equal rights’ guaranteed in 
the fourteenth amendment. This was done 
by exempting farm products from the oper-. 
ation of the law, which forbids the combin- 
ing of busfness interests. 


Finds Unjust Discrimination. 

The court declared this unjust discrimina- 
tion, voiding the entire statute. It admitted, 
however, that the law could be enforced had 
there been no exemption from thé business 
it affected. 

Justice Harlan delivered the opinion, which 
was in the case of Thomas Connolly against 
the Union Sewer Pipe company, an Ohio cor- 
poration, but doing business in Illinois, over 
the payment of two negotiable promissory 
notes executed at Chicago. These notes 
Were given on account of the purchase by 

the defendant from the plaintiff of sewer 
pipe commonly known as standard Akron 
pipe, at prices agreed upon by the parties, 

Connolly declined to pay for the pipe sold 
in Illinois, alleging that the company was 
an illegal combination in restraint of trade 
under the common law because it combines 
&@ number of pipe manufacturing concerns; 
that it is a combination in violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and a violation of 
the anti-trust law of the State of Illinois. 


Decision Based on Third Plea. 


The first two contentions were practically 
Swept aside by the court, Justice Harian 
asserting in his opinion that if the allega- 
tions were true they could not justly prevent 
thie corporation from selling its property. 
The opinion of the court was therefore main- 
ly based on the third plea, which Justice 
Harian said would be valid if the State law 
could be held to be valid, as there could be 
no doubt of the purport of that act. 


Twelve Other States Affected. 


The decision of the court in effect de- 
clares unconstitutional the anti-trust laws 
of Georgia, [llinois, Indiana, Louisiana, 
“Michigan, Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, 
North Carolina, South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Texas, and Wisconsin. In each of these 
States there is an exemption in favor of live 
stock and agricultural products in the hands 
of the raiser of producer, or of labor or- 
ganizations. 


History of Anti-Trust Legislation. 

The first anti-trust statute in Illinois was 
passed on June 11, 1891. Two other acts 
were passed on June 11, 1893, and the last 
act on. June 10, 1897. The act of 1891 was 
found to be inadequate in that the definition 
of a trust or combination was not suffi- 
ciently comprehensive. It was otherwise 
defective because it failed to provide penal- 
ties for certain of the prohibited acts. 

The sycceeding laws were passed with the 
object of strengthening the first statute. It 
was charged then that attempts were made 
to curry fayor with certain interests, result- 
ing in the exemptions mentioned. . 

The act of 1893 required corporations t 
Make annual affidavits that they did not 
belong toatrust. Failure to make this affi- 
davit was made punishable by a fine of $50 a 
Gay. The act of 1891 was practically re- 
peated. 

Both the laws of 1891 and 1898 contained a 
similar provision in the same language, that 
no purchaser of any article from a person, 
"firm, or company that was in any way a 
party to a trsut or a combination need pay 
for the article purchased. 


Refuse to Live Up to Contracts. 
= inis brought about the refusal of Con- 
F Melley to pay the Union Sewer Pipe company 
mm the case at issue. In the United Brew- 
eries company’s suit, now pending against 
— company, the latter 
re urn over its property after pur- 
Chase on the same ground. 
The law of 1893 incorporated a provision 
that the act should not apply to agricultura] 
products or live stock while in the hands 
of the producer or raiser. The act of 1897 
Incorporated a further proviso that if the 
cost of the article was mainly made up of 
wages it should not be unlawful to enter into 
combinations of any sort. This was held 
to be a sop to the farm and labor interests. 
It was in 1898 that the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ ation led the first concerted attack 
on the law. This was when the State at- 
tempted to collect $8,000,000 from 1,000 cor- 
porations for violating the affidavit provis- 
fon. Some of these cases are still pending, 
Rundreds having been settled on the pay- 
ment of the minimum fine of $50 for one 
Gay's violation and promises to “ be good "’ 
hereafter. 


Agrees with Local Rulings.

Cautious corporation lawyers point t 
that the Supreme Court's finding does net 
attempt to.restrict the enacting of anti-trust 
egisiation, but that it deals only with the 
'particular.act, and brands it as being dis- 
criminating and not impartial. 

“I prefer not to talk at length until I have 
had an opportunity to examine the full text 
of the decision,” said W. J. Calhoun of the 
fem of Pam, Calhoun & Glennon, a legal 

which has aided in forming 
many of the largest trades combinations. 
“Go far as I have learned the court has 
merely decided the existing act unconstitu- 
tional. I understand that there fs nothing 
Whatever bearing on restricting the enact- 
ing of further laws along this same line.

Hopes for Increased Business. 
_Harry Rubens, one of Chicago's prominent 
Corporation attorneys, sees hope for in- 
ereased business conditions. 

“The law went the way that it should go,” 


said he. “ There could be no other result. 
This will stimulate business conditions in 
Iilinois. Manufacturers will now know that 
they can sell their goods and do business in 
this State just as they do in other sections. 

“You cannot prevent trade combinations. 
They are a, growth of new conditions which 
demand new business methods. I believe 
there will be no rigid anti-combination law. 
You might as well try to pass laws forbid- 
ding the use of steam power.”’ : 

It was Attorney Levy Mayer who led the 
concerted attack on the law in 1898, when the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association opposed 
the efforts of the State authorities to collect 
$8,000 from each of 1,000 corporations which 
had refused to obey the law requiring the 
filing of-affidavits that they were not con- 
nected with trusts or combinations. 


Law Injurious, Says Levy Mayer. 

“The statutes which have been declared 
illegal by the Supreme Court of the United 
States,”’ said Mr. Mayer, ** have been the se- 
verest blow to corporate development and 
drove and kept from the State large enter- 
prises and the benefits that would follow 
therefrom. The statutes were bigoted, dis- 
honest, unprogressive, uncommercial, ant 
against the spirit of free and untrammeled 
business intercourse. Under the technical 
wording of the law a newsboy who paid an- 
other newsboy for his news stand and foran 
agreement not to sell papers on a particular 
corner would have made both the seller and 
buyer guilty of a misdemeanor.” 


Too Late to Remedy Matters. 

Officials of Chicago banks and business- 
men are inclined to believe that all the dam- 
age that the restricting laws could effect on 
business has been accomplished. They name 
among the corporations which left the State 
the American Tinplate company, the Nation- 
al Steel company, the American Steel Hoop 
company, the Diamond Match company, and 


ing of the decision an official of one of the 
largest banks in the city said: 

“ The damage to the State’s reputation has 
been done in the past under the law that is 
now declared unconstitutional, and in my 
opinion it is too late to remedy matters. 
Legislation has run the large companies out 
of the State and new laws probably will be 
framed to meet the objections found in the 
old one, so that the harm will not be 
mended.” 


COURT’S RULING ON THE LAW. 


Justice Harlan Delivers the Opinion 
Killing Illinois’ Legislation 
Against Trade Combines. 


Washington, D. C.,.March 10.—[Special. }— 
The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court declaring the Illinois anti-trust law 
unconstitutional was delivered by Justice 
a After reviewing the law the Justice 
said: 

“That the arrangement or combination 
between the Union Sewer Pipe company and 
other companies, corporations, and firms 
created and constituted such a trust as the 
Illinois statute forbids is manifest from the 
evidence in the record. It is equally clear 
that if the plaintiff was an Illinois corpora- 
tion its charter could be forfeited and an 
end put to its corporate existence by pro- 
ceedings instituted by the Attorney General 


whether the statute of Illinois is not incon- 
sistent with the constitution by reason cf 
the fact that by the ninth section it declares 
that ‘the provisions of this act shall not 
apply to agricultural products or live stock 
while in the hands of producer orraiser.’ *° 

“ The Circuit Court held this section to be 
repugnant to the fourteenth amendment of 
the constitution of the United States, and 
that it was so connected and interwoven 
with other sections that its invalidity af- 
fected the. entire act. 


Farmers Permitted to Combine. 


* Looking specially atts provisions, it will 
be seen that so far as the statute is con- 
cerned two or more agriculturists, or two 
or more live stock raisers may, in respect of 
their products or live stock in hand, combine 
their capital, skill, or acts for the purpose of 
creating or carrying out restrictions in the 
sale of such products or live stock or limit- 
ing, increasing, or reducing their price; cr 
preventing competition in their sale or pur- 
chase; or fixing a standard or figure where- 
by the price thereof to the public may be 
_controlled; or establishing the price of their 
agricultural products or live stock in hand, 
so as to preclude free and unrestricted com- 
petition among themselves or others in the 
sale or transportation of such products or 
live stock. ‘ 

“All this, so far as the statute is con- 
cerned, may be done by agriculturists or livo 
stock raisers in Illinois without subjecting 
them to any penalty or fine. But exactly the 
same things, if done by two or more per- 
sons, firms, corporations, or associations of 
persons, who shall have combined their cap- 
ital, skill, or acts, in respect of their prop- 
erty, merchandise, or commodities held for 
sale or exchange, is made by the statute a 
public offense, and every principal, man- 
ager, director, agent, serva or employé 
knowingly carrying out the purposes, stipu- 
lations, and orders of such combinations is 
punishable by a fine of not less than $2,000 
or more than $5,000. 


Contrary to the Constitution. 


“Is not this such discrimination against 
those engaged in business (other than the 
sale of agricultural products and live stock 
in the hands of producers and raisers) as is 
forbidden by that clause of the fourteenth 
amendment which declares that ‘no State 
shall deny to any person within its juris- 
diction the equal protection of the laws?’ 

“These principles applied to the case be- 
fore us condemn the statute of Illinois. We 
have seen that, under that statute, all ex- 
cept producers of agricultural commoditics 
and raisers of live stock, who combine their 
capital, skill, or acts for any of the purposes 
named in the act, may be punished as crim- 
inals, while agriculturists and live stock 
raisers, in respect of their products or live 
stock in hand, are exempted from the oper- 
ation of the statute, and, so far as the 
statute is concerned, may combine and do 
that which, if done by others, would be a 
crime against the State. 

“ Persons engaged in general trade or in 
the sale of merchandise and commodities 
and agriculturists and raisers of live stocx 
are all in the same general class—that is, 
they are all alike engaged in domestic trade 
or commerce, as such trade or commerce 
may be involved in the sale and purchase of 

, articles, commodities, agricultural 
products, and live stock. Such commerce is, 
of right, open to all, subject to such regu- 
lations, applicable alike to all in like condi- 
tions, as the State may legally prescribe.” 


- All Combinations Are Alike. 


After citing two cases in which were {n- 
volved the point of discriminating against 
certain persons in violation of the fourteenth 
amendment Justice Harlan continued: 

* Returning to the particular case before 
us, it may be observed that if combinations 
of capital, skill, or acts in respect of the sale 
and purchase of goods, merchandise, or 
commadities, whereby the persons, firms, 
corporations, or associations forming such 
combinations may control or establish, in 
their discretion, the prices of such goods, 
merchandise, or commodities, are hurtful to 
the public interests and should be sup- 
pressed, it is impossible to perceive why like 
combinations, in respect of agricultural 

cts and live stock, are not equally 
ul. 7 

"We therefore hold that the act of 1893 
is repugnant to the constitution of the Unit- 
ed States unless its ninth section can be elim- 
rn leaving the rest of the act in oper- 
ation. 

“ The principles a to such a ques- 
tion are well settiéd by the adjudications of 
this court. If different sections of a statute 
are independent of each others, that which 
is unconstitutional may be disregarded and 
valid sections may stand and be enforced. 
But if an obnoxious section is of-such im. 
port that the other sections, without it, 
would cause results not contemplated or de- 
sired by the Legislature, then the entire 
statute must be held inoperative. 


One Section Kills the Law. 


“Looking, then, at all the sections to- 
gether, we must hold that the Legislature 
would not have entered upon the policy in- 
dicated by the statute unless agriculturisis 
and live stock dealers were excluded froin 
‘its operation, and were thereby protected 
from prosecution. The result is that the 
‘gtatute must be regarded as an entirety, and 
in that view it must be adjudged to be un- 
constitutional as denying the equal protec- 
tion of the laws to those within its jurisdic- 
tion not embraced by the ninth section. 

* Perceiving no error in the record, the 
judgment in each case must be affirmed. It 
is so ordered.” -

FIGHT ON MERGER 


PAPERS IN. SUIT ORDERED BY 
ROOSEVELT FILED AT ST. PAUL. 


Attorney General Knox Applies to the. 


Federal Circuit Court for a Mandate 
to Dissolve the Recent Consolida- 
tion of the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern—Asks for Perpetual 
Injunction Restraining Northern 
Securities Company.

Northern Pacific railway companies secured 
control of the vast system of lines known as 
the Burlington system, about 8,000 miles in 
length. 

‘“‘The attempt to turn over a controlling 
interest of the Northern Pacific railway 
company to the Great Northern having thus, 
in the year 1896, been defeated by a decision 
of the Supreme Court, the defendants, James 
J. Hill and his associate stockholders of the 
Great Northern, owning or controlling @ 
majority of its stock, and the defendants, J. 
Pierpont Morgan and his associates, owning 
or controlling a majority of the stock of the 
Northern Pacific company, entered into an 
unlawful combination or conspiracy to 
effect a virtual consolidation of the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern systems 
and to place restraint upon all competitive 
interstate and foreign trade or commerce 
carried on by them. 

’“ & holding corporation, to be called the 
Northern Securities company, was to 
formed under the laws of New Jersey, witha 
capital stock of $400,000,000, to which, in 
exchange for its own capital stock upon a 
certain basis and at a certain rate, was to 
be turned over and transferred the capital 
stock, or a controlling interest in the cap- 
ital stock, of each of the defendant railway 


companies. ... 


Shareholders Are Eliminated. 

‘‘In this manner the individual stockhold- 
ers of these two independent and competing 
railway companies were to be eliminated, 
and a single common stockholder, the 
Northern Securities company, was to be sub- 
stituted; the interest of the individual stock- 
holders in the property and franchises of 
the two railway companies was to terminate, 
being thus converted into an interest in the 
property and franchises of the Northern 
Securities company. 

“In further pursuance of the unlawful 
combination or conspiracy aforesaid, and 
solely as an instrumentality through which 
to effect the purposes thereof, on or about 
the 14th day of November, 1901, the Northern 
Securities company was organized by the 
election of a Board of Directors, and the se- 
lection of a President, James J. Hill, and 
other officers, who, with their associate 
stockholders of the Great Northern railway 
company, assigned and transferred to the 


. Northern Securities company a large amount 


of the capital stock of the Great Northeryg 
railway company, constituting a controlling 
interest therein, complainant believes a 
majority thereof, upon the agreed basis of 
exchange of $180 par value of the capital 
stock of the Northern Securities company 
for each share of the capital stock of the 
Great Northern railway company. — 


Consolidation a Fact. 


“The defendant, the Northern Securities 
company, has acquired an additional amount 
of the stock of the defendant railway com- 
panies, issuing in lieu thereof its own stock 
upon the basis of exchange aforesaid, and is 
now holding, as owner and proprietor, sub- 
stantially all of the capital stock of the 
Northern Pacific railway company, and, as 
complainant believes, a majority of the cap- 
ital stock of the Great Northern railway 
company. By reason whereof, a virtual con- 
solidation under one ownership and source 
of control of the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific railway systems has been ef- 
fected, a combination or conspiracy in re- 
straint of the trade or commerce among the 
several States and with foreign nations 
formerly carried on by the defendant rail- 
way companies independently and in free 
competition, one with the other, has been 
formed and is in operation, and the defend- 
ants are thereby attempting to monopolize 
and have monopolized such interstate and 
foreign trade or commerce to the great and 
irreparable damage of the people of the 
United States in derogation of their common 
rights and in violation of the act of Congress 
of July 2, 1890, entitled, ‘An Act to Protect 
Trade and Commerce Against Unlawful Re- 
straints and Monopolies.’ 


Not Organized in Good Faith. 


“. . . The Northern Securities company - 
was not organized in good faith to purchase 
and pay for the stocks of the Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific railway com- 
panies. It was organized solely to incor- 
porate the pooling of the stocks of said 
companies and to carry into effect the un- 
lawful combination or conspiracy aforesaid. 

“The Northern Securities company does 
not have and never h&d any capital sufficient 
to warrant such astupendous operation. Its 
subscribed capital was but $30,000 and its 
authorized capital stock of $400,000,000 is just 
sufficient, when all issued, te represent and 
cover the exchange value of substantially 
the entire stock of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific railway companies upon 
the basis and at the rate agreed upon, which 
is about $122,000,000 in excess of the com- 
bined capital stock of the two railway com- 
panies taken at par. 


Competition Is Destroyed. 

“If the government fails to prevent the 
earrying out of this combination or con- 
spiracy, not only will a virtual consolidation 
of two competing transcontinental lines with 
the practical pooling of their earnings be 
effected, and a monopoly of the interstate 
and foreign commerce formerly carried on 
by them as competitors be created and all 
effective competition between such lines in 
the carrying of interstate and foreign traffic 
be destroyed, but thereafter, to all desiring 
to use it, an available method will be pre- 
sented whereby, through the corporate 
scheme or device aforesaid, the act of Con- 
gress of July 2, 1890, may be circumvented 
and set at naught, and all transcontinental 
lines, indeed the entire railway systems of 
the country, may be absorbed, merged, and 
consolidated, thus placing the public at the 
absolute mercy of the holding corporation.” 


Wants It All Annulled. 


The petition prays that the Northern Se- 
curities company, its stockholders, officers, 
etc., be perpetually enjoined from purchas- 
ing, voting, etc., any of the shares of the 
capital stock of either the Northern Pacific 
or Great Northern companies, and that a 
mandatory injunction may issue requiring 
the Northern Securities company to recall 
and cancel any certificates of stock issued 
by it in purchase of or in exchange for any 
of the shares of the capital stock of either 
of the said railway companies, surrendering 


in return therefor the certificates of stook 


in the respective railway companies in lieu 
of which they were issued. It is also asked 
that the defendants, the Northern Pacific, 
and the Great Northern railway companies, 
their officers, stockholders, etc., be per- 
petually enjoined from in any manner recog- 
nizing or accepting the Northern Securitieg 
company as the owner or holder of any of the 
shares of their capital stock, etc.

and the escaping steam smashed every win- 

dow in that side of the car. The steam and 

flying glass injured more than half the pas- 

sengers, and the rush to the street caused 

a number more to be bruised. Over fifty 

persons had their injuries dressed on. the 

spot, in the homes of neighboring physicians, 

or in the drug store at Forty-second street 

and Vanderbilt avenue. No one was seri- 
ously hurt. 

Daniel Griffin was the motorman; James 
Mahoney was in charge of the engine. Ma- 
honey knew the engine was close to the car 
track and wanted to move it in. He beck- 
oned to the motorman to stop. Griffin did 
80, but the conductor, it is alleged, thought 
there was room enough, and as his car was 
filled with passengers and he did not want 
to lose time rang two bells to go ahead. 
Griffin started. The safety valve of the en- 
gine happened to be the only part far enough 
aver the track to get hit, and the car knocked 
t off. 

Instantly the steam escaped with a roar 
and every window in that side of the car was 
broken into bits and the car filled with steam. 
Every passenger sitting on that side was 
scalded by the steam, and many of those on 
the opposite side as well. Few seated on 
that side escaped being cut by the glass, 
which fiew in all directions. 

The majority of the people in the car, 
nearly a hundred in number, were women, 
and they shrieked in terror. All were on 
their feet at once, and in a panic they rushed 
for the doors. The steam continued to es- 
cape, and as the egress from the car was 
necessarily slow a number of persons were 
scalded by the steam as it poured out of 
the boiler into the car. Many women were 
thrown down or crushed against the sides 
and doorways in the wild jam, and for some 
minutes the excitement was intense. 

Women sank exhausted in the gutters and 
on the sidewalks when they got out of the 
car. The chief injuries were gashes made 
by the flying glass.

We further find that the said 
Park Avenue Hotel was not properly 
equipped for the safety of the guests and oc- 
cupants in the fact that there were no stand- 
pipes provided for the use df the fire depart- 
ment and no ropes and fire escapes.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney Sandford, who 
has been representing the people in bringing 
out the evidence at the hearings, said that 
he was satisfied with this verdict.

WHOLE VILLAGES ARE GONE. 


First News of Disaster Along Central 
American Coast Is Brought to San 
Francisco by the Steamer Newport. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10.—[Special. }-- 
The steamer Newport, from Central Amer- 
ican and Mexican ports, today brought the 
first news of a disaster between La Libertad 
and a point thirty miles north or Acajutla. 
In the morning of March 4 three tidal waves 
burst over all that length of coast, and when 
the Newport sailed fifty-three bodies had 
been recovered. 

The waves went over barriers that had 
been built along the coast and swept up to 
La Libertad and Acajutia. The towns were 
not damaged, but several fishing settlements 
were destroyed. 

At Acajutia a number of children were 
among the missing, while many mothers had 
been carried away. 

* There had been heavy weather along the 
coast,” said the Captain of the Newport,

waves. The only thing that will account for 
it is some veicanic eruption far out at sea, 
The waves rolied in like mountains.”

It is possible they might be able 
to pass a resolution to postpone action, as 
that sort of a scheme might attract same 
wavering members. 

On the whole, however, the beet sugar 
sentiment evidently reached its flood tide 
two or three days ago and is now receding. 
The House leaders have had little difficulty 
in rounding up the members one after the 
other. 

When forced to put. themselves on record 
many Republicans who had hitherto been 
counted for the heet sugar proposition have 
come over to the Ways and Means commit- 
tee. These changes are not numerous. but 
they are happening steadily, and if time 
enough is given there is no doubt that the 
administration forces can pull through the 
reciprocity idea. 

As previously explained, the only difficulty 
in the way of Cuban reciprocity now lies in 
the fact that twenty-five beet sugar men, if 
they were willing to go back on their party, 
as they say they are, and vote with the 
Democrats, could prevent a special rule for- 
bidding amendments. Without such a rule 
the House leaders would not like to bring 
up the matter at all. They hope to con- 
ciliate the beet sugar men and make them 
see the folly of opposing a policy which is 
manifestly favored by the press, the people, 
and the solemn reeommendations of two 
Republican Presidents, one dead and the 
other living. 

If policy of conciliation fails the Sen- 
ate will be asked to tack the Cuban reci- 
procity into the war revenue bill. That 
measure repeals the duty on tea, and a Sen- 
ate amendment authorizing the repeal of a 
Specified percentage of the tariff on Cuban 
articles would be entirely germane and mani- 
festly constitutional. The constitution pro- 
vides that bills for raising revenues shall 
originate in the House, but the same clause 
of the constitution confers on the Senate 
the right of amendment. 

If the Senate should put an amendment on 
the war revenue repeal bill the House would 
have to agree or disagree. No new amend- 
ments could be attached to the measure by 
either House, so that all danger of a tariff 
debate would be avoided. The beet sugar 
men are aware of this. fact and admit that 
they have little hope in the long run of pre- 
venting the adoption of Cuban reciprocity. 
Tonight they have been suggesting com- 
promises, one of which is a sliding scale, 
decreasing the concessions to Cuba regularly 
each year and wiping it out at the end of 
four or five years. 

The beet sugar fight has been made and 
lost. The administration has won, but it 
may be a week or ten days before it is ready 
to reap the fruits of victory.

Secretary Root has made no comment on 
the bill beyond submitting to the House Mil- 
itary committee the statement of Judge Ad- 
vocate General Davis, who was a warm per- 
sonal friend of General Porter, but who 
finds it impossible to indorse the bill.

Savannah, Mq., March 10.—Stewart Fife’s 
trial for the murder of Frank W. Richard- 
son, his former associate in business here, 
began today. Mrs. Richardson, widow of the 
dead man, who was acquitted recently of 
complicity in the murder, will appear as a 
witness for the defense, while her two young 
sons will be used as witnesses for the State. 

Prosecuting Attorney Bohwer, in making 
the opening statement, said that the State 
would show that Fife had, in a St. Joseph 
saloon, where he displayed a revolver, made 
the threat that he would kill Richardson, 
and that after the tragedy he had confessed 
to a woman in that city that he had commit- 
ted the murder. It would also be shown, he 
asserted, that Fife was seen standing in the 
middie of the street on the night of the mur- 
der looking in the direction of the Richardson 
home. 

Dr. David Bryant, the first witness called 
‘by the State, told of the scenes at the Rich- 
ardson house on the night of the tragedy. 

Frank Richardsog, the 12-year-old son of 
the murdered man, was called. He told of 
going to the church entertainment on the 
evening his father was shot. He and his 
brothers had gone, expecting his mother to 
come later.- She did not come, and the boy 
went to the store and met his father. His 
father had asked him to go home and see if 
she was there. The boy demurred and Rich- 
ardson went himself. A few minutes later 
he was shot as he was entering the house. 

Wiliam J. Mack, a bartender, saw Fife 
the morning after the murder, and defend- 
ant had told him that Richardson had not 

en to him .for several weeks until the 
day before he was killed. Fife said he was 
glad he had made up with Richardson before

Henry Boards the Deutsch- 
land, Which Will Sail 
This Afternoon. 


GUEST OF PHILADELPHIA 


Formal Farewell Address Deliy- 
ered at Dinner Given by the | 
Union League. 


SHIP PLANT IS INSPECTED, 


New York, March 10.—[Special.]—Prince 
Henry of Prussia is sleeping hig last night 
in the United States on the steamship 
Deutschland, on which tomorrow he will be- 
gin his return trip to Germany, at its dock 
in Hoboken. 

This was a busy day for the Prince, a great 
part of it being spent in Philadelphia, where 
the royal visitor was given the freedom of 
the city and was shown the room in Inde- 
pendence Hall where the nation was born. 
He inspected Cramps’ ship yards, paying a 
visit to the Russian war vessel building 
there, and he learned with surprise that Tur- 
key also had a vessel under construction. 


Formal Address of Farewell. 


Prince Henry’s farewell address to the peo- 
ple of the United States was delivered at 


League in Philadelphia. The Prince spoke 
as follows: 

‘*I wish to thank you for the kind recep- 
tion I met with in the Union League. Gen- 
tlemen, this is probably the last opportunity 
I will have during my visit to the United 
States to speak in public, and I am not sorry 
that this should be so. What Iam going to 
communicate to you here I am saying before 
the world. There -has been absolutely no 
secret object in view connected with my 
mission to your country. Should any of you 
read or hear anything to the contrary, I 
authorize you herewith to flatly contradict it. 

‘“*T was told before leaving my home to 
open my eyes as well as my ears as wide 
as possible, to speak as little as I could. In 
this latter instance I am afraid my mission is 
a failure. Isaw many more things than many 
of you may be aware of. I equally heard a 
great many things, among others many kind 
words of individuals as well as the shouts 
of welcome of thousands of your country- 
men. 

‘What I express in your presence I ex- 
press in the presence of your nation—my 
heartfelt thanks for the cordial reception 
and good feeling 1 met with during my stay 
in your country. It will be my duty to in- 
form his Majesty the Emperor of this fact. 
I am homeward bound tomorrow. It would 
be wrong of me to say I am sorry to go 
home, but at the same time I feel sorry 
to leave a country in which I have met with 
so much kindness and hospitality. Let me 
add, gentlemen, let us try and be friends.” 


Given Freedom of Philadelphia. 


In Philadelphia Prince Henry was taken 
first to the Mayor's office in the City Hall, 
where the freedom of the city was presented 
him formally by Mayor Ashbridge. 

The streets through which the Prince 
pagsed from the municipal building to Inde- 
pendence Hal! were thronged. On the plaza 
in front of the historic structure stands a 
statue of George Washington. A roar of 
applause greeted the action of the Prince 
when he, on alighting, gracefully uncovered 
before the statue. 

The Prince proceeded to the assembly- 
room and was informed that ft was there the 
Declaration of Independence was signed. He 
displayed interest in the colonial and reyo- 
lutionary relics exhibited in the adjoining 
room. 

During the four mile drive to Cramps’ ship 
yard the route was lined with spectators. 

Prince Henry was thoroughly at home in 
the yard, and instead of taking only the 
forty-five minutes allowed by the program 
he consumed an hour and forty minutes in 
going through the place. In taking his leave 
of Mr. Cramp, who escorted him through the 
yard, the Prince said: “I could stay here 
all night.’’ 


Visits Russian Battleship. 


The Prince visited the Russian battleship 
Retvizan, which will leave for Russia as 
soon as the ice in northern Europe breaks up. 
He was received by Captain E. M. St. Chens- 
novitch, the commander, and his staff. The 
sailors gave the Prince a Russian cheer, 
wishing him health and a profitable journey, 
to which he replied in Russian: ‘ Good 
morning, fellows.”’ 

Prince Henry made a thorough inspection 
of the ship. Every part of the vessel was 
looked over and at the conclusion of the 
tour the Prince congratulated the Captain 
on his good fortune in being the commander 
of such a fine fighting machine. The Prince 
was particularly pleased with the metal fur- 
niture and made notes of this new departure. 

Then came a rapid inspection of the ar- 
mored cruisers Colorado and Pennsylvania, 
the Kroonland and Finland, the largest mer- 
chant vessels ever built in this country, and 
the Turkish cruiser. The Prince did not 
know the Sultan had ordered a cruiser in 
this country and showed surprise when Mr. 
Cramp pointed out the keel of the new 
Turkish vessel. 

In the machine shop the Prince saw many 
tools in use that are of purely American in- 
vention and asked many questions about 
them. He was particularly interested in a 
machine known as the multiple flange drill, 
which drills all the holes in a flange at one 
time. He remarked that the Americans are 
certainly ahead of all other nations in re- 
spect to pneumatic tools. 

‘The Samauen at the Union League and the 
trip back to New York foliowed. After a 
visit to the Deutschland the Prince came to 
the city, where he attended the performance 
at the Irving Place Theater.

TOO CLEVER FOR “MATTY” 


Ole Oleson Has Enough Advan- 
tage Over Eddie Santry to 
. Get the Verdict. 


“MOFFAT BENEFIT TONIGHT.

Martin Duffy, the clever Chicago light- 
weight, easily demonstrated his superiority 
over *“* Matty ’’ Matthews of Brooklyn in the 
windup at the America Athletic club last 
night. The men clashed at catchweights, 
which favored “ Matty” a few pounds, but 
that was his only advantage. His condition 
did not compare with that of Duffy, neither 
did his speed, science, or hitting powers. 
The local boy outclassed him in every point 
of the game. His hitting was more accu- 
rate, his defensive work better, and his 
judgment as to distance was marked as com- 
pared with that of Matthews. 

The latter was a bit stagy in his work, 
and he did his utmost to disconcert Martin 
with rapid and dangerous appearing feints. 
Duffy, however, paid no attention to these 
so-called bluffs and kept pegging away as 
coolly and as unconcerned as if ‘“ Matty ’’ 
were an amateur. He propped the Brook- 
lyn boy’s head with left jabs and jolted it 
with right hand cross counters. He made no 
attempt to connect with “* Matty’s”’ body, 
evidently bent on frescoing his face, in which 
he succeeded admirably. The result, bar- 
ring a lucky blow from the Easterner’s end 
of the argument, was never in doubt. Duffy 
held him safe throughout, escaping without 
a scratch. Matthews, however, will remem- 
ber the contest for a number of days. His 
left eye was initiated in the early closing 
movement society before the contest was ten 
minutes old and his right optic was badly 
shattered with a straight left in the final 
three-minute session. 


Victory Is. Decisive. 
Duffy’s victory, viewed from any angle, 


was complete and highly satisfactory to his + 


admirers. He -outboxed, outfought, and out- 
hit the Brooklynite in every round, and if 
there was any doubt of his superiority at the 
end of the first five rounds it was removed 
in the last, in which he beat “ Matty” de- 
cisively. 

Matthews looked vicious enough to frighten 
the ordinary boxer when he stepped to the 
center of the ring for the first round, but 
a stiff left joft, followed by a right on the 
left cheekbone, made him look serious. He 
tried to even up these blows by shooting his 
left for Martin’s face, but the latter blocked 
it cleverly. More vicious looking stalling by 
** Matty ’* was followed by another left and 
right to the face, which made Matthews grin, 
presumably to lead Duffy and the spectators 
to believe he did not mind them. When 
several more blows of the same sort came 
floating in his direction, which he failed to 
avoid, he began to think Martin knew a 
thing or two about the game. The second, 
third, fourth, and fifth rounds were a repeti- 
tion of the first, in so far that Duffy scored 
the greatest number of clean hits. Matty ”’ 
during these sessions failed repeatedly to 
land effectively with his left for the face and 
shifted at times to the body. He planted 


/ several of these body-swipers and at times 


managed to reach his right over on Martin’s 
head, but these were few and far between. 
The final round was Martin’s by several city 
blocks. He jarred “ Matty ”’ time and again 
with solid lefts and rights, but could not 
send him to the canvas. A terrific left mid- 
way in the round split the Brooklynite’s right 
cheek under the eye. This was a staggerer 
and almost a settler, but ‘Matty’ was 
there to’stay, and stay he did.

TWO HORSES STUMBLE IN FRONT

Heinrichs has been a 
Pullman conductor for a couple of years, 
but has expectations of riding in Europe in 
the near future. :

El Rey beat Urchin in the first rate. In 
the second event, at six furlongs, Irate beat 
Clarando, the favorite, rather cleverly.

NINE POLICE LIEUTENANTS 
TO BE RETIRED ON PENSION. 


Chief O'Neill Making Up a Little List 
of Those to Go Which Will Keep His 
Force Within the Appropriation. 


Police Lieutenants who are on the further 
side of fifty years and have served twenty 
years are in danger. There are sixteen of 
them. It, developed last night that on the 
day following the passage of the appropria- 
tion bill Chief O'Neill made out a little list. 
Then he sent out requests for those whom 
he had selected to call on him. Many of 
the oldest men in police service hold the 
rank of lieutenant, and within the last day 
or two the casual caller at the Chief's office 
generally found the Chief in consultation 
with the gray heads of the service. 

To each of his callers the Chief explained 


that it was his purpose to retire the older

Mile. Anna Held opened her engagement 
in “‘The Little Duchess” at the Illinois 
Theater last night under auspicious circum- 
stances and met with success. There was no 
other opening at any of the local theaters, 
and the little soubrette, with her eyes, 
French ways, and gestures, had everything 
her own way. If the attitude of the audi- 
ence may be accepted as an indication of the 
pleasure derived from the production, there 
is no doubt as to the success of “ The Little 
Duchess.”’ 

Many persons probably will be unable to- 
day to remember anything about the plot, 
but a pleasant reminiscence of kaleidoscopic 
scenes full of good-looking women in good- 
looking gowns, of graceful dancing, tuneful 
and insinuating music, light and _ scenic 
effects, will remain with them for many a 
day. The scenes have absolutely nothing 
to offer to the mind and are too frivolous to 
be elevating. The comedy is well mounted 
and surrounded with scenic effects of beauty, 
but intrinsically inane and without coher- 
ence to speak of. It is merely a mixture of 
pretty music, singing, and pretty girls in 
costly costumes. 

And to think that all this has been brought 
together to serve as a background or foil 
for Anna Held! Not so long ago she was 
nothing but a music hall celebrity, famous 
neither for her voice nor for her dramatic 
talent, but merely for her chic and graceful 
** Frenchiness.’’ She madea hitin this coun- 
try, and now she is the center piece of a 
costly production. And, after all, she is 
just what she was a few years before. She 
is neither a particularly good singer nor a 
remarkable dancer, and her acting, though 

ful enough, strongly reminds one of 

er earlier career. So much for her. The 

seein which assists her is, with a few 

exceptions, clever, and forms a satisfactory 
ensemble. 

Men like Charles A. Bigelow, who played 
the part of Gustave; Joseph W. Herbert, 
who gave a weil sustained characterization 
of the French duelist, Maurice de Cham- 
pignon; and George Marion, the Count Casa- 
bianca of the comedy, make a strong com- 
edy combination, and their acting deserves 
special commendation. Mr. Joseph Welsh, 
who plays Captain Edgerton, acts with sur- 


prising awkwardness, and, his voice 


is not a bad tenor, he has absolutely no 
method and evidently no ear, for his false 
singing was appalling. Franz Ebert, the 
German Liliputian, who is an excellent 
comedian, made quite a hit with his panto- 
mimic scene in the finale of the second act. 
The music is pretty and some of the songs 
have merit. Among the latter are “ The 


Sister Nell Heard Paderewski Play,’’ ‘* Lit- 
tle Gal,” “* Those Great Big Eyes,” “‘ Chioe,” 


and Sadie.” 


Seebroeck Recital. 
Composer recitals are rarities in the Amer- 
jean concert world. The reason cannot be 
found in any existent lack of composers, for 
writers of music in this country are many, 
but is probably connected in some way with 
the fact that the majority of our composers 
seem to prefer waiting for “ the other fel- 
low ” to produce their works to getting out 
and doing the labor of production them- 


selves. 

Public indifference, not to say antipathy, 
toward new compositions doubtless is also 
responsible in a degree for the dearth of 
such entertainments. And yet, could every 
composer recital be as enjoyable and as in-

teresting as was the one given in Music 
Hall last evening by W. C. E. Seeboeck this 
public indifference would soon give place to 
sympathy and appreciation. 

Unfortunately all our writers of music are 


not Seeboecks. They seem—many of them— 


to approach composing from an entirely dif- 
ferent angle than does he. So many of them 
seem to start out with the fell determination 
to write something,’ and that “‘ some- 
thing "’ must invariably be big, heavy with 
learning, mighty with tragicimport. They 
seem to .,have lost sight of the fact that this 
old world of ours still hasin it such things as 
sunshine and flowers, that happiness and 
contentment do still exist, and that there are 
a few people whose hearts still beat high, 
and whose lips have not forgotten how to 
smile. They see only gloom and grief, and 
they by their doleful doctrines have 
done more to make music a  »buga- 
boo to many people than have all the Bee- 
thoven symphonies and Bach fugues ever 
played. 

But Mr. Seeboeck is not of such as these. 
He is not insensible to the tragic or the 
sad—his two songs, ‘‘ The Page’’ and “‘ Der 
Graue Vogel,”’ and the Nocturne, all of 
which sound the dramatic note clear and 
true, prove this—but he is also keenly alive 
to the graceful playfulness contained in the 
poems of the Elizabethan lyricists, he feels 
the charm that clings about the manners 
of courtiers and fair ladies, and he is not 
blind to the beauty of nature, whether it be 
revealed in the misty glory of the cascade, 
in the graceful poising of the butterfly, or 
in the contented croaking of a choirof frogs. 
His muse is a smiling one, and the music 
he most willingly writes reflects that smile. 
The result is gladness and lightness of heart 
for the hearer. 

Of the wealth of natural, spontaneous, re- 
fined melody contained in everything Mr. 
Seeboeck writes any one familiar with his 
compositions need not be told. He is a born 
melodist, has a fantasy as neat as it is inex- 
haustible, and has mastered the mechanics 
of composition until his employment of 
them seems not an acquired skill but an in- 
voluntary act. Twenty-five of his compodsi- 
tions, nine of them songs, were heard last 
evening, and not one of them failed to win 
the hearty, spontaneous applause of an 
audience that was of good size and largely 
musical in make up, and several of them had 
to be repeated. 

Mr. Seeboeck played in his exquisite style— 
a style that in delicacy, beauty, and charity 
recalls Pachmann’s at its best. Miss Rita 
Lorton Schmidt gave the vocal numbers 
with rare sympathy and fine appreciation of 
their old-time character and graceful, play- 
ful er.

ILLINOIS STATE BOARD MEETS AT 
PEORIA TODAY. ° 


Trouble with Springfield Agents Ex- 
pected to Furnish Part of the Busi- 
ness — Infractions by Non-Union 
Competition Will Be Reported by 
the District Chairmen and Co-op- 
eration Plans May Carry—Report 
from New York on Business of 1901, 


Several matters of importance are to come 
up at the quarterly meeting of the Illinois 
State board at Peoria today. Among them 
is the long standing trouble with the Spring- 
field agents over the abolition of the local 


board. Several union companies are not 


reporting through the compact office, and 
an answer is expected to the ultimatum 
served on the agents there. The rules of the 
State board have been revised to agree with 
the rules of the Western Union and will be 
presented for adoption today. 

At the last quarterly meeting the district 
chairmen were ordered to report today on 
the infractions by the non-union competi- 
tion in Illinois. Reports have been secured 
from several hundred points showing that 
in the third and fourth class towns a number 
of the non-union companies are shading the 
rates on preferred business and paying ex- 
cess commissions. Plans for codperation 
with the Illinois Field club, the non-union 
organization, in hope of reducing the evil, 
also will be considered. Many of the fleld 
men in both camps hope for the arrange- 
ment which is so satisfactory in Indiana, 


Fire Losses for the Week. 


The fire losses for last week were $2,022,275, 
making the second consecutive week in 
which they were well below the normal! rate. 
Up to date, however, the average daily loss 
for the year has been $590, 000. 

No meeting was held yesterday of the spe- 
cial committee of the Chicago board to look 
after the Fire department appropriations, 
but one is slated for today. The committee 


is trying to induce the Mayor to withhold 


his approval from the ordinance unless the 
cut in Fire department finances is made up.

Superintendent of Insurance report for 1901, 
and in presenting the figures the Superin- 
tendent says: 

is enomous waste of the property of 
our citizens and the heavy tax imposed upon 
them for fire protection is matter for serious 
consideration on the part of the Legislature 
and our local municipal governments for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether local 
building laws may not be greatly improved 
and more strictly enforced.” 

During 1901 the assets of the fire and 
marine insurance companies doing business 
in this State were in the aggregate $341,004, - 
813; in 1900 they were $329,988,120. Other 
comparative figures are:

$154,916,567. Losses paid, 1901, $101,001,227; 
1900, $96,698,528. Expenses of companies, 
1901, $68,085,191; 1900, $57,943,506.

PROOF IN TOWN PAY-ROLL 


CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION HUNTS 
EVIDENCE OF IRREGULARITY. 


Finds Names of Snldonkeepers and a 
Owner on the List of 


Lodging-House 
Deputy Coltectots—One of the Men 
Accused of Being: a’ Colon iza- 
tion” Scheme—Offices Required to 
Close Practically Today—Sum Col- 
‘lected Thought to Be Large. 


The Citizens’ association is gathering testi- 
mony which its officers believe will show 
fraud in the South Town pay rolls. Secre- 
tary Hoyt King has discovered that ten men 
on the pay roll audited on Feb. 22 were 
saloonkeepers and one, Edward Bohn, was 
the proprietor of a lodging-house at 330 
Clark street. It was this lodging-house that 


-the Municipal Voters’ league condemned as 


the center of a colonization scheme to carry 
the First Ward. 

The league charged that its representative 
found seventy-three lodgers under the care 
of Bohn on Thursday night, thirty-seven of 
them sitting on chairs. Bohn was paid $5 
per day as a depyty collector, his affidavit 
‘asserting that he had earned $25 during the 
five days he worked. 


Useless Errands of Collectors. 
Secretary King yesterday received a let- 
ter from Dr. S. A. McWilliams of the South 
Town which added to his conviction that 


politicians. The letter said, in part: 

‘‘On Jan. 21, 1902, I paid my personal tax 
to the South Town Collector at 110 La Salle 
street. One week afterwards a South Town 
CoMector called for my personal property 
tax. I informed him that it was paid, and 
he went away without a word. 

‘“‘In another week two South Town Col- 
lectors called, together, with one book and 
asked for my personal. property tax. I 
showed them my receipt and they went 
away without a word.’’’ 

“The experience of Dr. McWilliams sim- 
ply is that of scores of citizens in the South 
Town,”’ said Secretary King. Citi- 
zens’ association sent the collector a check 
for its taxes, and deputies called on us twice 
afterwards to collect it.” 


Town Collections Near an End. 

Yesterday was the last day under which 
the town offices are supposed to remain 
open for collections. Should the bill passed 
by the last Legislature abolishing the towns 
be approved by the people at the coming elec- 
tion, this will be the last year of town col- 
jections. Commencing today collections will 
be made at the office of the County Treas-

The*lower tax rate and the inconvenience 
experienced by those who paid their taxes 
at the County Treasurer's office last year 
are believed to have aided the collectors this 
year. The County Treasurer, however, says 
there will be no necessity for crowding in 
future, as the desks have been arranged so 
they actommodate six times the number 
they did last year.

BLAME ALLEY JUNK SHOPS 


POLICE AND LARGER. DEALERS 
SAY SMALL CONCERNS DO HARM. 


Buy Stolen Stuff from Children and Sell 
It—Places Fronting on Canal Street 
All Claim to Obey the Ordinance 
Relative to Purchasing from Boys 
Under -Eighteen Years of Age—Girl 
Immigrant Fined for Theft to Get 
Food for Family. “ 


Tt is the dealers in junk who operate in 
small buildings fronting on alleys and in 
small rooms in dwellings, and the’ peddlers 
searching the alleys, who buy stolen junk 
from children and thereby lead them to 
lives of crime. 

This is the statement of the majority of 
junk dealers in South Canal street, recog- 
nized as the headquarters of the business, 
and it is borne out by the testimony of the 
police. The police further say that with 
the force limited to its present size it is 
impossible to regulate all the small junk 
shops, which are frequently masked in rag 
pickers’ rooms and in stables and in the 
basements of dwellings. The places which 
do business openly are kept under a strict 
surveillance and the officers and proprietors 
‘all declare that they observe the ordinance 
which forbids the purchase of junk from a 
minor under 18 years of age. 


Unable to Watch All. 


“If I had all the plain clothes detectives 
on the force at my disposal, I could not be 
certain that there was no illegal traffic 
in junk in my district,”’ said Captain Wheel- 
er of the Maxwell Street Police Station yes- 
terday. ‘‘ We can and do watch the larger 
dealers, who do business openly, but the 
little places, which are not conducted openly, 
are the ones that give us the most bother. 
There are hundreds of them. Brass and 
copper they buy is usually melted up at once, 
and it identification prevented. One shop 
started up right across the street from the 
window of my office, and I did not find it 
out for three weeks. The larger dealers 
will not patronize the boys, but many small 
dealers will buy from any one and take 
anything, even if they know it is stolen. 
We follow up every complaint at once, and 
it is by 4rresting and punishing these men 
that we manage to keep the evil down.”’ 

In support of the statements of the police 
that the junk traffic is watched as closely 
as the limited number of detectives admits, 
the last annual report of the Chief of Police 
shows that 175 junk dealers were arrested 
and a large number fined for infractions of 
the laws. | 

Statements of Larger Dealers. 

The statements of a number of the larger 
junk dealers follow: 

Blethstein & Cohen, 397 South Canal street 
—We do not buy anything from boys. Our 
business is largely in bottles, and these we 
get from peddlers or buy in large lots. The 
police watch us closely, and we would be 
running a big risk in taking stolen goods 
from children, 

H. Blethstein, 415 South Canal street—I 
have been seven years in the business with- 
out buying from boys, and I think they 
must sell what they steal to the peddlers 
a dealers in back rooms. They never come 

ere. 

M. Kabaker, 457 South Canal street—I do 
not buy from boys: I get my junk from ped- 
diers. Maybe the peddlers get stolen goods 
from children, but I never buy any from them 
myself. 

M. Cohen, 483 South Canal street—Yes, I 
know about Miss Addams, and what she says 
about the boys selling junk is true, but not 
here in my store. F buy from no boys, but 
from auctions and business people, and some 
from peddlers. It is the rag shops and the 
peddlers who buy what the boys have stolen 
and not the places on Canal street. The 
risk is too great, for the police would take 
away a man's license if he were caught at it. 

_ Steals to Support Parents... 

A bit of testimony supporting Miss Ad- 
dams’ statement that children of the river 
wards steal for the support of their parents 
was brought up in Justice Dooley’s police 
court yesterday morning. Kate Skok, 124 
West Sixteenth street, who came to Chicago 
only four days ago from Hungary, was ar- 
raigned for stealing potatoes from Wiscon- 
sin Central railroad cars at Jefferson street. 
She told the court, through an interpreter, 
that. she did not know she was doing wrong, 
and did it to get food for the family. She 
was dismissed with a small fine.

SHARP REPLY BY CRILLY 


SOUTH PARK COMMISSIONER RE- 
SENTS RECENT CHARGES. 


Probable Retirement of Mr. Donners- 
berger from the Presidency, Which 
Would Deprive Him of Salary, He 
Attributes as the Cause of That 
Member's Resignation—Denies That 
There Has Been Any Politics in the 
Board—Candidates for Vacancies. 


South Park Commissioner D. F. Crilly re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday and immedi- 
ately issued a reply to the charges that the 
South Park board is being made the ad- 
junct of'a political machine. He attacked 
the claims that Jose Donnersberger had 
‘resigned his membership because of at- 
tempts to ‘“‘ machinize’”’ that body.

Of the several hundred employés of the park 
I have secured the appointment of not to ex- 
ceed five during my two years in office. Mr. 
Donnersberger has done and continues to do 
all the appointing, and does so without con- 
sultation or advice from the other members 
of the board. 


Big Pay for Donnersberger. 

‘“‘Mr. Donnersberger has been a member 
of the board for thirteen years, and has 
drawn a salary of $3,000 a year for ten or 
‘eleven years of that time,aggregating $30,000 
or $33,000. Now that he sees in the coming 
year his probable retirement as President, 
without a salary, he resigns.”’ 

Mr. Crilly contends that Mr. Donnersber- 
ger opposed the dredging of the lagoons, nec- 
essary to completing Jackson Park; that he 
fought against the recent $500,000 bond is- 
sue, which allowed many portions of the 
park system to be reclaimed from “ cabbage 
patches’ and “ plats of mud.” 

“From my first association with the 
board,”’ continued Mr. Crilly, *‘ I found Mr. 
Donnersberger in full control of everything. 
He has contracted on his own responsibility 
for the feed furnished the 125 horses owned 
by the park. Fifty thousand dollars’ worth 
of buildings are under way in the parks. 
Mr. Donnersberger has assumed the _ 
sponsibility for this work individually and 
is having it done by day labor at less than 
union wages.’’ 


Stand by Their Charges. 

Mr. Donnersberger and his friends remain 
firm in their charges that politics is creep- 
ing into the board. It is insisted that the 
monster petition in Mr. Donnersberger’s be- 
half shall be considered by the Circuit Court 
Judges and his resignation returned. 

Among those who have been proposed for 
the two vacancies, should Mr. Donnersber- 
ger’s resignation be accepted, are A. G. Leon- 
ard, Lyman A. Walton, Leander D. Condee, 
J. A. Edwards, and George H. Hess.

The elevators in the County Building have 
been declared unsatisfactory by the County 
Architect, and the County board yesterday 
declared that if the contractors did not make 
the elevators satisfactory within twenty- 
four hours the contract would be declared 
violated. The Elithorpe Elevator company 
has received half the money on the contract, 
but the other half is in the County Treasury 
and will be used to place the elevators in 
proper condition. 


DIVER STICKS IN “DEATH POOL.” 


Searcher for Body of Patrick O’Neill 
Sinks in Soft Mud—Three Men 
Effect Rescue. 


While exploring the “ death pool ” at. Thir- 
ty-third street and Kedzie avenue yesterday 
in a vain search for the body of Teamster 
Patrick O’ Neill, City Diver Daniel Donovan 
became stuck fast in the soft mud at the bot- 
tom, and was rescued only by the combined 
tugging of three men at the windlass. The 
driver made no further attempts to descend 
into the pit, but asserts he will renew his at- 
tempt today. 

Donovan experienced difficulty in wérking, 
for he found the water so biack he could 
not. see through the helmet eyes. On the 
first of his two trips he was down In the pool 
twenty minutes and became convinced the 
use of dynamite was necessary. 

Today the work of blowing the crust frora 
the surface of the pool will be continued. 
The presence of the cap and mitten found on 
the surface of the pool entrenches the police 
in the belief O’ Neill lost his life while taking 
a short cut through the prairie.

LELAND TAKES NEW NAME 


PLACE TO BE CALLED HOTEL 
STRATFORD AFTER APRIL 1. 


Control Passes from W. H. Dildine to 
George B. Weaver, Manager of 
Kinsley’s, Who Represents Local 
Syndicate — Important Improve- 
ments to Be Made, the Cost Aggre- 
gating About $150,000—Firth Ave- 
nue Property Traneferred. 


The Leland Hotel, a name that hostelry 
has borne since Warren Leland assumed its 
management in 1881, will be renamed on 
April 1 the Hotel Stratford. A change of 
management also will take place at that 
time. George B. Weaver, manager of Kins- 
ley’s, representing a local syndicate, will as- 
sume control for five years, W. H. Dildine, 
the present lessee, retiring. 

Nothing would be given out as to the terms 
of the new lease or as to those behind Mr. 
Weaver in the matter, but it is understood 
that Bryant H. Barber, the owner of the 
hotel property, is rominently connected 
with the deal. Mr. Weaver said yesterday 
he would retire from all connection with 
Kinsley’s and that Mr. Baumann was in no 
way connected with the new venture. 


Many Improvements Made. 


The hotel has for some time been under- 
going extensive remodeling, an entirely new 
office having been built at a cost of $50,000. 
Altogether, when present plans have been 
carried out, the cost of the remodeling, Mr. 
Weaver said, would approximate $150,000. 

Much of this was done under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Dildine, who secured control of 
the property two years ago. He came here 
from Sioux’City. He refurnished the house 
throughout and greatly improved it in’every 
way. 

The hotel was the first of the large ones 
constructed after the fire. It was then called 
the Gardiner House, after one of the lessees, 
who were Gardiner & Gould. They conduct- 
ed the hotel until 1881, when Warren Le- 
land assumed control, continuing its man- 
agement until 1892. |

Superintendent Shoemaker - Discounts 
Threats Made While Attending Fu- 
neral at Cripple Creek.

’ tance to the threats of the former Attorney 


General of Colorado when he says he will 
drive all Pinkerton men from Cripple Creek 
or die in the attempt,’ said Superintendent 
Shoemaker yesterday.

City May Not Rent Sidewalks. 


Corporation Counsel Walker decided that 
the city has no right to grant the use of side- 
walk space for anything in the nature of 


permanent use to any one. This includes — 


not only the space on the outer part of the 
walk but the three feet next to the building 
line as well. The opinion is based on the 
decision of the Supreme Court that the own- 
ership of the streets, from building line to 
building line, is in the people of the entire 
State, not of the city in which they are lo- 
cated, and that the title is in the municipality 
only as trustee of the people. . 


Aldermen View ’Phone Conduit. 


Aldermen Jackson, Mavor, and Minwegen, 
the committee appointed by the City Cou 
to make an examination of the tunnel w 
done by the Illfnols Telegraph and Telephone 
company, during the day went throughpart 
of the five miles of conduits now completed, 
They were accompanied by Commissioner of 
Public Works Blocki and President: Wheeler 
of the company. The party entered the tun- 
nel at Dearborn and Van Buren streets and 
came out at Randolph and State streets, 
after having spent an hour anda half under- 
ground. The route traveled was west under 
Van Buren street to Fifth avenue, north to 
Jackson boulevard, west to Franklin, east 
to State street, and north to Randolph.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
90 cars; corn, 170 cars; oats, 180 cars; hogs, 
82,000 head. 

‘Statistician Hyde is still loath to give out 
his figures on the 1901-’2 acreages. He says: 
“Until the publication of the census figures of 
acreage, based on a farm to farm canvass, 
admit of the making of any necessary adjust- 
ments in the acreage figures of this depart- 
ment, no quantitative estimate of the amount 
of grain remaining in the hands of farmers 
on March 1 will be made by the statistician.’’ 
After giving the figures which appear at the 
head of these columns, his report gays: 
“ No definite quantitative estimates of grain 
} production in 1901 will be made public at 

present. The reports received by. the de- 
partment make it manifest that the wheat 
crop of that year was one of the largest ever 
grown, that the corn crop was the smallest, 
with one exception, in twenty years, and that 
the oat crop was also much below the aver- 
age. This conspicuous departure from the 
ordinary relative production of the three 
principal grains appears to have been fol- 
lowed by a use of wheat as feed for animals 
more extensively geographically, if not in 
actual volume, than has ever before  oc- 
curred.” 

A dealer at Dawson, Ill., usually a good 
shipping point for grain, writes Rupert 
Smith: * There will be no wheat or oats to 
ship from this station until the next crop, 
and only 25,000 bu of corn.”’ 

They are bullish on memberships in the 
Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce. Wat- 
son paid $3,000 for one last week, the highest 
price yet paid. He said he regarded himself 
lucky to get it at that figure, and predicts 
that seats will bring $5,000 by September 
should they have another crop such as last 
year's, and within the next few years will 
reach as high as $10,000.

Position of People’s Company Stated 
Authoritatively—Belief That Six Per 
Cent Rate on Stock Will Be Main- 
tained—D. B. Hill Retained in Suit—

A director of the People’s Gas company, 
when asked yesterday whether the present

“T can see no reason why the 6 per cent 
dividend rate cannot be continued.

But we are operating under 
the charter of the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company, which provides for a rate of $3. 
The reduction we have made from that 
figure we have made voluntarily. If the 
City Céduncil can order a 75-cent gas rate 
it could just as sensibly pass an ordinace for 
a 50-cent rate two months from now. 

‘“* We have not a monopoly of the gas bus- 
iness of Chicago. If the price of gas should 
be too high independent competition would 
be attracted, just as it is in other lines of 
business. We feel that we are selling at a 
reasonable rate.”

C. Schumacher & Co. say: ‘‘ Since com- 
mercial bills drawn against merchandise ex- 
ports have become so scarce as to have 
ceased to exert any influence, and with the 
trade in stocks and arbitrage with Europe 
as dead as at present, a review of our ex- 
change market reduces itself to a record of 
gold shipments as the only feature of in- 
terest. On Friday the market was just a 
shade easier. The greater ease, however, 
does not appear to be a consequence of offer- 
ings of bills drawn against gold shipments, 
but of increased offerings of bankers’ sixty 
and ninety days’ bills, drawn for the differ- 
ence of interest between ours and the Euro-. 
pean markets. Our money market has been 
decidedly firmer this week, with money now 
2%@38 per cent on call and 4 per cent bid on 
fixed time. 

‘* As discounts are now but 2%@2% per cent 
in London, 24%@2% per cent in Paris, and 
14%@1% per cent in Berlin, these rates, com- 
pared to our 4 per cent for three to. six 
months, natually offer sufficient inducement 
to our banks and bankers to avail them- 
selves freely of their European credits. 

“With the prospects of large gold ship- 
ments during the coming spring and sum- 
mer, some fears for our money market 
might naturally be entertained. Our opin- 
ion, based upon actual observation, is that 
our money market will be taken care of, 
since our banks, bankers, and capitalists 
are all too heavily interested in various 
issues of stocks and bonds to permit any un- 
pleasant happenings to the money market.”

This situation, however, although one of 
the principal causes of the decline in prices, 
as not the only development of the day 
SirectiNg yalues. Among these others that 
which @p to have the greatest effect 
was the news of the defeat and capture of a 
British General and his force by the Boers in 
south Africa. A reverse of so serious a char- 
acter dispelled the hopes lately entertained 
of a speedy settiement of this exhausting 
ggg of the crop scares, that may 
be expected ically from now on, also 
was a part of the entertainment proffered by 
the professional element, and, taken in con- 
nection with the fact that a number of the 
Southwestern railroads have 
sntly shown decreases in earnings, aided 
materially in depressing prices. Moreover, 
the news that the complaint in the Northern 
securities company’s suit would be filed in 
the United States Circuit Court at St. Paul 
this afternoon influenced the market unfa- 
yorably to an extent. 


Call money rose to the highest figure that 
has obtained for many weeks, due in a great 
measure to Saturday’s bank statement, and 
g fall in foreign exchange followed. 

Among the noteworthy declines in the rail- 
way investment stocks were those of 2 per 
cent in Chicago and Northwestern, 2 per cent 
in Delaware and Hudson, 7% points in Dela- 


' ware, Lackawanna and Western, 2 in Great 


Northern preferred, and 4% in Pullman 
Palace Car. Of the lower-priced stocks and 
specialties that have of late comstituted the 
major portion of the speculation, Des Moines 
and Fort Dodge showed a net loss of 2 per 
cent, Evansville and Terre Haute 1 point, 
Lake Erie and Western preferred 3, the Iowa 
Central issues, om comparatively heavy 
transactions, % and % per cent respectively, 
and Tennessee Coal and Iron 1% points. 
Colorado Southern issues, on heavy trans- 
actions, scored net gains in spite of the gen- 
eral tendency of the market to react, and 
were imitated in this respect by North Amer- 
jean, which, on transactions of about 3,600 
shares, scored a net gain of 1% per cent, and 
by Chicago Terminal preferred, Chicago 
Union Traction, and the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical issues. ‘There were heavy dealings 
in Mexican National certificates and in Mex- 
ican Central on rumors of better relations 
among the railroads of Mexico and some of 
the larger systems of this country. 


St. Paul, next to the Colorado and Southern 
issues, was the leader of the market, and 
seored a net decline of % ofl percent. There 
appeared to be some liquidation in Erie com- 
mon that resulted in a net decline of % per 
cent. The Reading shares, on fairly heav¢? 
transactions, showed considerable declines, 
the special news in connection with them 
being the reported unfavorable status of the 
controversy of the company with the United 
Mine Workers. Pennsylvania,on transactions 
of about’ 24,000 full shares, sustained a net 
loss of a point. In the industrial list the con- 
spicuous net declines were in Amalgamated 
Copper, of 1 per cent; American Ice pre- 
ferred, 2 points; American Telegraph and 
Cable, on transactions in only 100 shares, of 
6 per cent; and Consolidated Gas, 3 per cent. 


The market as a whole showed slight ad- 
vances fn the early dealings, became irregu- 
lar later in the day, and most of the depres- 
sion in prices occurred during the last half 
tour. There was a partial resumption of 
tiegraphic. communication with New York 
interior points today, and some of the activi- 
ty in the stock market doubtless resulted 
therefrom.

Attorney W. A. Day of Interstate Com- 
merce Commission Coming to This 
City with Orders from -. Attorney 
General to Assist District Attorney 


Bethen in Bringing Action to Pre-: 


vent Illegal Cutting — Fifer and 
Yeomans Hear Complaint. 


W. A. Day, attorney of the Interstate Com- 
merce commission, will arrive here from 
Washington in a day or two to confer with 
United States District Attorney Bethen as 
to the proceedings to be brought against 
some of the roads for paying rebates and 
against shippers for accepting them. 

District Attorney Bethen says he has not 
received instructions from Washington, and 
therefore is not able to tell what steps will 
be taken in the matter. Mr. Day is acting 
under directions from the Attorney General 
at Washington, and Mr. Bethen will follow 
the directions of Mr. Day, who has been ap- 
pointed special attorney to prepare these 
cases and assist the United States District 
Attorney in their prosecution. 

Commission’s Work Ended. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioners Yeo- 
mans and Fifer said yesterday that the In- 
terstate Commerce commission had made no 
arrangements for the further investigation 
of rate cutting and pooling by the railroads. 
The railroad officials who testified at the re- 
cent hearing furnished all the evidence nec- 
essary. Mr. Day, they said, is preparing the 
cases, and, as they understand it, injunction 
proceedings would be instituted enjoining the 
railroads from paying rebates or doing other 
illegal acts. As the attorney is acting under 
direct instructions from the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, they assert the In- 
terstate erce commission has nothing 
to do with) the proceedings now to be taken. 

Railroad officials here are disturbed, but 
they do not think they can be prosecuted on 
evidence they themselves furnished under 
promise of immunity. They will not resist 
the issuing of an injunction restraining them 
from paying rebates or doing other illegal 
acts. None of the roads, they say, is at 
present cutting rates secretly or paying re- 
bates, and if an injunction has the effect of 
keeping the roads from doing such.things in 
the future they will be glad of it. 

Hear a Rate Complaint. 

Interstate Commerce Commissioners Yeo- 
mans and Fifer came here yesterday and had 
a hearing in the United States Circuit Court 
in the Monadnock Building on the complaint 
of the Proprietary Association of America 
against the Vanderbilt, Pennsylvania, and 
other railroads parties to the official classifi- 
cation. The complaint avers that the first 
class freight rates on printed advertising 
matter, for free distribution, is excessive 
and unjust. 

The association has 175 members—manu- 
facturers of patent medicines, foods, per- 
fumes, soaps, etc.—and ship over 1,000 tons 
of advertising matter by freight annually. 
It is claimed that this freight has to pay the 
same rates as charged on silk. Advertising 
matter, according to the complaint, is worth 
$4 per hundred pounds, while silk. is worth 
$1,000 per hundred pounds. It is claimed the 
rate on free advertising matter should be 
lower than on books and magazines, which 
have a marketable value. ‘ 

Witnesses for the complainants were An- 
drew ‘H. Beardsley and F. K. Fernald of the 
Dr. Miles Medical.company.of Elkhart, Ind., 
and John W. Kennedy of E.C. De Witt & Co, 
of Chicago. Mr. Beardsley testified that 
when they called on Chairman Gill of the 
Official Classification committee the latter 
said the’ committee was not in the business 
to reduce rates, but to advance them. 

W. J. Calhoun appeared as attorney for the 
Vanderbilt roads and George Willard for the 
Pennsylvania lines. George L. Douglass of 
Chicago appeared as attorney for the Pro- 
prietary Association of America. 


Freight Business Is Dull. 


-Bast-bound freight business last week was 
duller than usual, owing to the severe snow- 
storms and floods in the Bast. If it was not 
for. the holding up of the general traffic it 
would be hard for some of the roads to earn 
fixed charges. The firmness with which 
rates are held by the railroads also prevents 
shipments, shippers declaring that the 
tariff rates are much too high, and as cuts 
are no longer granted a general reduction in 
tariff rates should be made. Unless the rail- 
roads make a reduction the lake lines will 
get the bulk of the business. Navigation, it 
is believed, will open about April 1. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul] regained its 
position at the head of Western roads, bring- 
ing in 22 per cent of the grain last week. The 
Northwestern had 21 per cent and the Bur- 
lington 15.

A Gispatch from London 
announces thatconsiderable Germany 
excitement has been stirred and Holland. 
up in Europe by the recently 
published book of the German Professor 
"yon Halle, in which he urges Germany to 
annex Holland. He believes that the annex- 
ation should be accomplished by peaceable 
means if possible; but, should these fail, he 
advises that Holland be taken by force. The 
dispatch goes on to say that the publication 
of such brochures is, ‘in Germany, one of 
the government’s commoner methods of 
molding public opinion and foreshadowing 
public policy. The Dutch have never as yet 
showed any inclination to join Germany or 
any other nation. They have too well de- 
veloped a nationalism to consent to become 
the junior partner in a big political concern. 
So, if William II. seriqusly contemplates 
making the Netherlands and their colonies 
@ part of his empire, he will have to follow 
the professor's advice and try to “take” 
them. Of course, before he remotely con- 
templates such a step, he must have placated 
Russia by promising that country a free 
hand somewhere else—perhaps China. But 
even should Russia consent, the Dutch un- 


aided could make things mighty interesting | 


for the warlord. They would fight on their 
own ground and in defense of it. . Their 
cousins, the Boers, are showing that these 
two considerations make of people of the 
Dutch blood mighty soldiers. The Holland 
ers have no mountains as national defenses, 
but they have dikes which need only to be 
cut to drown an invading army. Further- 
more, on Germany’s flank is France, which 
would not be unapt, if she saw a good oppor- 
tunity, to seek that “ revanche” which she 
still is dreaming about. William would bet- 
ter not try to “ take” the Netherlands. 


THE ILLINOIS ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
holds the Illinois anti-trust law unconsti- 
tutional. It does so because the law does 
not make it an offense for some persons 
to combine in restraint of trade while mak- 
ing it an offense for other persons to do 
so. The anti-trust law reads: “ The pro- 
visions of this act shall-not apply to agri- 
cultural products or live stock when in the 
hands of the producer or raiser.” Farmers 
may combine to limit production or raise 
F prices; manufacturers must not. This dis- 
crimination the Supreme Court will not 
tolerate. It sees in this legislation an at- 
tempt to deny certain classes of citizens 
the equal protection of the laws guaran- 
teed them by the national constitution. 

Nearly all the anti-trust laws contain this 
proviso that they shall not apply to farm- 


> ers and stock-raisers. Seldom do these pro- 


ducers combine. There are too many of 

Ahem to de so. About the only exception 
is to be found in California, where the fruit- 

Yet the repre- 

* pentatives of farming constituencies in State 
Legislatures have always insisted on this 
exemption. If their demands had not been 
generally complied with there would not 
be so many anti-trust laws on the statute 
books today. 

There. has always been a doubt as to the 
advisability of an exemption of this kind 
in ananti-trust law, which is a penal law. 
There has been a growing impression that 
when the question of the legality of this 
exemption reached the federal Supreme 
Court it would be decided in the negative. 
That question has reached the Supreme 
Court and the Illinois anti-trust law is no 
more. 

That law has not been so useful that 
its demise will be regretted. Most if not 
all of the anti-trust opinions rendered by 
the IlMnois Supreme Court could have been 
made under the common law. There was 
mo need of an anti-trust enactment to give 
the court authority to declare monopolies un- 
lawful. That law may have had some in-

THIS I8 REGISTRATION DAY. 
This is the only registration day for the 
election to be held three weeks hence. At 
that election half of the membership of 
the Council will be chosen to serve for the 
next two years. During those two years 
in all probability an agreement will be en- 
tered into with the traction companies for 
the extension of privileges which expire 
next year. Therefore the coming municipal 
election is a specially important one, al- 
though no Mayor is to be chosen, 

A year*bas elapsed since there has been 
a revision of the registry lists, and the num- 
ber of persons entitled to vote whose names 
do not appear on the proper registration 
books or on any registration book is large. 
If all the persons who have a right to regis- 
ter were to call on the registration officers 
today those officers in some precincts wouid 
be kept reasonably busy. Unfortunately, in 
spite of the importance of the approachiug 
election these officers will have much idle 
time on their hands. ‘Too many of those 
who ought to register will fail to do so in 
spite of allthat may be said ordone. Never- 
theless, the customary appeal to the uhregis- 
tered to turn out and register cannot prop- 
erly be dispensed with. There are some 
whom it may induce to attend to their polit- 
ical duties in wards where the election of a 
good Alderman is doubtful unless the citi- 
zens who profess to be inferested in the 
election of such an Alderman take the pains 
to register and vote. 

There is so little time and trouble involved 
in getting registered—the judges being on 
duty all day and during the evening—thaf 


cuse for failing to attend to the matter.

REW SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

On May 1 Representative William H. 
Moody of Massachusetts will succeed John 
D. Long as Secretary of the Navy. New 
England will retain the Cabinet office it 
has had since President McKinley was in- 
augurated. So long as the tradition en- 
dures that the selection of Cabinet officers 
must be governed, to some extent, by geo- 
graphical considerations, New England 
clearly is entitled to one of these Cabinet 
offices. That part of the country does not 
have the monopoly of the shipping inter- 
ests it had a century ago, but the fitness of 
things, seemingly, is consulted when a Sec- 
retary of the Navy is taken from Massa- 
chusetts instead of Illinois, Indiana, or 
West Virginia. 

The choice which President Roosevelt 
has made of a new Secretary is a good one, 
not so much because Mr. Moody comes 
from Massachusetts as because he is well 
qualified for the performance of the duties 
of his new office. He enteréd the House 
nearly seven years ago, and has been from 
the beginning one of its efficient members. 
He has not served on the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, but he has been one of the 
working members of the Committee on 
Appropriations, where one learns much pf 
the management of all the executive de- 
partments. 

The legislative training which Mr. Moody 
has had will be of value to him in his new 
position. Of more value, however, will be 
his judicial, well-balanced, temperate habit 
of mind. The affairs of the Navy depart- 
ment will be administered justly and with- 
out preference by him. 


VAGRANCY AND “COLONIZATION.” 

The Aldermanic contest in the First 
Ward has brought out in strong relief a 
question which is always of importance. 
This question is the case of vagrants in 
Chicago. Mr. Robert W. Hunter, who is 
manager of the Municipal Lodging House, 
said a few days ago that the number of 
vagrants in Chicago was between ten and 
fifteen thousand. The proportions of the 
question become manifest. How does Chi- 
cago protect itself against vagrants? How 
does, it reform vagrants? How does it 
punish vagrants? How does it prevent 
vagrants from exercising political privi- 
leges? Or, rather, why does it do none of 
these things? 

At present the saloons and lodging-houses 
of the levee district are being used as pens 
in which prospective voters are kept until 
such time as their services shall be re- 
quired. How does it become possible to do 
this? ‘Most easily. The laws that might 
prevent vagrancy are not enforced. Asa 
consequence there are vagrants. There 
being vagrants, there are, as a direct result, 
an equal number of voters who can be 
colonized. Chi@ago, then, may choose be- 
tween these alternatives: Tolerate vagrants 
and endure the colonization of voters; 
repress the vagrants and make colonization 
impossible. 

But how shall the vagrants be repressed? 
By expedients that have been successful in 
other cities and will be equally so here. 

In the first place, there are city ordi- 
nances that give the police the power to 

arrest all persons who are drunk or disor- 
‘ derly, and to send such persons to the bride- 
well, There are also ordinances that pro- 
vide similar treatment for persons who are 
habitual beggars and vagabonds. The exe- 
eution of these ordinances will clear the 
city of a large part of the undesirable ele- 
ment. 

In the second place, the lodging of men in 
galoons, where they sleep on.chairs and 
tables, or on the floor, in sawdust and to- 
bacco juice, can be checked by a rigid com- 
pliance with the terms of those State laws 
that govern lodging-houses. All persons in 
a lodging-house are supposed to have four 
hundred cubic feet of air space apiece, 
Farther, there is supposed to be ho sleeping 
in barrooms. If both these suppositions 
were facts, the palmy days of vagrancy 
would be over. Unfortunately they are far 
from being facts. Ohicagoans in general 
do not exactly realize what is happening. 
Vagrants are now coming into Chicago 
from every direction. They are being kept 
in the saloons and cheap lodging-houses of 
the levee district. They are being nour- 
ished from the troughs of the free lunch 
counters and the barrels behind the bar. 
They are bringing vice into a neighborhood 
already vicious and crime where there are 
already too many criminals. They will 
tegister and vote if they can. They are, 
therefore, going to have a political effect 
upon the whole community. These loafers, 
doing 0 work et all, living on alms and 
politicians, devoting themselves to laziness 
and debauchery, packed away every night 
side by side on the floor like so much mer- 
chandise, may give Chicago a “city 
father.” 

The Municipal Voters’ league, the State 
Board of Health, the Union League club, 
the Hamilton club, the Iroquois club, and 
other local organizations have aroused

needed. The deplorable consequences of 
the situation that has been.described are 
self-evident. The consequences cannot be 
averted unless the situation is changed. If 
the organizations that are interesting them- 
selves in the attempt at change can unite 
their efforts much may be accomplished. 
The labor involved is, of course, tremend- 
ous. Cleaning out the Augean stables was 
unpleasant. Cleaning out the levee dives 
will be worse. But, once done, the subse- 
quent labor of keeping them clean will be 
easier. The thing is worth trying. 


DIGNITY OF THE SPEAKER. 

A Washington correspondent says that 
Speaker Henderson “is a great stickler: 
for the dignity of his office,” and by virtue 
of his office claims precedence over. foreign 
Ambassadors. They represent foreign 
sovereigns, it is true, but he, the Speaker, 
is “the chosen organ and representative 
of the great American people.” It is said 
that the Speaker was recently invited to a 
dinner, but declined to attend when he 
learned that an Ambassador would be a 
guest, because, had the Speaker gone, he 
would, in accordance with Washington eti- 
quette, have been seated below the Am- 
bassador. To such a disparagement of his 
high office as this the Speaker could not 
consent. 

The number of persons who conceive that 
they, like the President, outrank Ambas- 
sadors is growing. First it was the Vice 
President. Then it was the Supreme 
Court. Now it is the Speaker. Before 
long every member of Congress will claim 
precedence for himself. In time every 
American citizen will contend that he is 
sovereign on his own account, and bid every. 
representative of a foreign sovereign whom 
he meets to stand aside and give him the 
right of way. 

These squabbles about precedence may 
seem of “great pith and moment” in 
Washington. ‘hey do not particularly in- 
terest the “plain people” of Iowa and 
other States. But if the Speaker is “a 
great stickler for the dignity of his office ” 
~—which is, indeed, an important one—he 
should be mindful of the dignity of that 
office on all occasions, and not merely when 
dealing with foreign Ambassadors. That 
dignity can be impaired in other ways than 
by sitting lower down a table than Dr. von 
Holleben or Lord Pauncefote. It did not 
comport with the “dignity of his of- 
fice” for which Colonel Henderson is a 
stickler to write that letter in which he 
spoke of the American press “ being 
manipulated ”’ to “send out lies.” 

If the Speaker is to be considered “ the 
chosen organ and representative of the 
great American people,” then he will have 
to be peculiarly circumspect in his behavior. 
He will be expected to be always dignified, 
always courteous, and always fair. 


THE SUPERIOR SENATE. 

It is unofficially announced by the Sen- 
ate Finance committee that the House bill 
for the repeal of the war taxes is a botch. 
It is so loosely drawn that it is fatally de- 
fective in some important respects. There- 
fore the Senate committee has been un- 
able to report that bill back promptly. It 
has to mend the slovenly work of the 
House. It may even be compelled to draft 
an entirely new bill—a bill which will not 
have to go to the courts to be construed. © 

Members of the House of Representa- 
tives may see in this announcement an- 
other manifestation of that air of Senato- 
rial superiority which is in evidence so 
often and which is so galling to Represen- 
tatives.

these Representatives so often give the pub- 
lic reason to believe that the Senatorial 
pretensions are well founded. The House 
bill to repeal the war revenue taxes, which 
the Finance committee says it will have to 
“rewrite, Was passed in the House under a 
rule which provided for a brief debate, but 
which forbade the offering of amendments. 
There was no debate, for the Democrats 
declined to say anything. They knew the 
bill would pass just as it stood, and they 
looked on discussion as idle. There were 
amendments they would have liked to offer 
advocate, but they were not allowed to 

0 80. 

The public will be quite ready to believe 
that there are defects in a bill which, in 
spite of its importance, was put through 
with less discussion and consideration than 
are usually given a bill appropriating a 
few thousand dollars for the payment of 
some venerable claim against the govern- 
ment. If the House consent to pass with- 
out debate or opportunity for amendment a 
revenue bill involving $70,000,000, it must 
expect the Senate to assume its superior 
attitude and moralize on the defective char- 
acter of House legislation. Doubtless, in 
this instance, at least, the Senate is justi- 
fied in its attitude. 


MES. ASTOR’S SOCIAL OPINIONS. 

Mrs. Astor being the acknowledged leader 
of society in New York, whatever she may be 
pieased to say about social questions must be 
regarded as an official utterance and accept- 
ed for the regulation of the conduct of whut 
is known as “the smart set.” In her inter- 
view, printed yesterday, if correctly report- 
ed, she gave expression to opinions on 
various matters, some of them of little im- 
portance, others so extraordinary that it 
is hard to ‘believe she uttered them. For 
instance, it is inconceivable that she could 
have made the silly and narrow-minded re- 
mark that no man can be a gentleman who 
has not had a college education, Abraham 
Lincoln and George Washington. did not 
go to college and were of the highest type 
of gentlemen. Jefferson went to college 
and sometimes was far from being a gen- 
tleman, while Andrew Jackson, who dia 
not go to college, was when dccasion re- 
quired one of the courtliest of gentiemen, 
Instances of men who have not been through 
college and are gentlemen, who have been 
through and are not gentleman, and who 
are in college and are not gentlemen but 
boors, might be multiplied indefinitely. 1n- 
deed, if Mrs. Astor really made such an ab- 
surd statement her forbears could not have 
been gentlemen. 

With much that Mrs. Astor says about 
the tendency of some Americans to run 
after titled foreigners all thoughtful per- 
sons will agree. Hero worship is peculiarly 
an American failing, It is not so bad when 
the hero is worthy of the worship, but when 
it comes to the lionizing of a person merely 
because he wears a title and irrespective 
of. personal merit it becomes extremely 
vulgar. But the same thoughtful persons 
will smile when Mrs. Astor says that she 
does not entertain foreigners—“ of title or 
otherwise, who come to America, unless they 
bring letters to me.” Perbaps Mrs. Astor 
is of the opinion. of some of the robust 
Americans, that the people of this country

“who go down to Newport, spend money 
lavishly, and get a questionable footing on 
the edge of society,” Mrs. Astor is con- 
temptuous if not severe when she says she 
has not met them, as they are not “ desir- 
able.” Mrs. Astor’s attitude towards these 
unfortunate Western millionaires, who are 
hanging on to the ragged edge of society, is 
one not so much perhaps of social disap- 
proval of them as it is of apprehension lest 
having secured a footing on the edge they 
eventually march boldly in and take pos- 
session, being a resolute atid pushing set 
of people. “The men who have amassed 
their millions in all sorts of ways,” says 
Mrs. Astor, “have not had advantages in 
their youth.” That is the reason perhaps 
why they go to New York in their maturity 
and take them. 

Mrs. Astor has said much that is admir- 
able in her interview, but when she seeks 
to account for her non-participation in the 
reception of the German Prince by the fact 
that she receives no one who does not come 
accredited to her, the public will be rather in- 
clined to believe that the Vanderbilt din- 
ner had more to do with it, and that if the 
Emperor had signified his wish that his 
brother should dine with Mrs. Astor, that 
lady would have graciously consented, let- 
ter or no letter. Else why should she say 
that she likes to entertain “ people of real 
distinction,” and that Bismarck’s son, Count 
Herbert, once asked her to Friedrichsruh, 
all of which is pure womanly.

SUGGEST PICTURES BE SUBMIT- 
TED WITHOUT NAMES. 


Scheme Comes in Answer to Sugges- 
tion from Secretary Carpenter of 
Art Institute to Recommend Better 
System than Now Exists—F. L. Van 
Ness Favors Proposition and Reit- 
erates His Stand Against Favorit- 
ism—Ralph Clarkson Explains. 


In response to the suggestion made by Sec- 
retary N. H. Carpenter of the Art Institute 
that if the artists had any better method of 
judging pictures than the one in use at the 
@resent time the officials would be glad to 
know of it, a new scheme has been proposed. 
Some of the artists who consider themselves 
“out ’”’ say it would make a difference in the 
character of the local exhibits if the pictures 
were submitted to the juries without names. 

* It would be a surprise to some of these 
juries,’’ said F. L. Van Ness, *‘ to be brought 


face to face with a collection Of pictures | 


without an indication as to the names of the 
artists. Of course, some things they would 
know. But when it came to a large number 
of the works submitted there could be no 
unconscious prejudices. If a jury of persons 
: - who had made a study of art, but were not 
urtists themselves, were to pass on the pic- 
tures they would come nearer selecting only 
3 those of art value.”’ 
s The artists at the Saturday meeting ex- 
. pressed their confidence in the judgment of 
clubwomen who have made a special study 
of art, and it is possible a movement to se- 
cure a jury that represents general taste in 
ert matters rather than a particular school 
of technique may be taken up. 


Van Ness Defends Position. 


Mr. Van Ness, whose assertions about the 

_ judging done by Art Institute juries have 

been questioned by other artists, further de- 

fends his position in a letter to THE TRIBUNz. 
He says in part: 

“TT take Mr. Pattison’s own words to bear 
out my criticism. In reply to the charge of 
favoritism he said, ‘‘ Didn’t we accept three 
of the janitor artist’s pictures at the last ex- 
hibition?” Yes, because he could in no way 
be a fair competitor in sale or honors to the 
pictures painted by the jury or their favored 
clique. This janitor artist, as I understand 
it, is, or has been, a pupil at the Institute. 
Of course, the jury would accept his works. 
I don’t object to that, but I do object to the 
Pxclusion of others that would be com- 

tors. 

“ No one who serves on a jury should have 
pver one picture in the exhibition, even if 
he were the master of all, for the looks of 
the thing if nothing else. The criticism of- 
Jered is O. K.’d by more than 70 per cent of 
the artists of Chicago, who know to their 
personal knowledge this has been the state 
of affairs for years. 

“I am not the first to criticise the methods 
in vogue on art juries, but I seem to be the 
pne to raise a storm of denials. The crit- 

: ficism emanated from Mr. Colby, who has 
gerved on juries at the Art Institute.” 


Explanation from Clarkson. 


Ralph Clarkson feels that his position at 
the Saturday meeting of the Municipal Art 
league has been misrepresented. He says in 
a letter'of explanation to THE TRIBUNE: 

“IT regret to see that you have been misled 
in your report of the meeting of the Exhi- 
bition committee of the Municipal Art 
_ Jeague. There was no attack upon or crit- 
7 icism of the Art Institute. I have too much 
4 respect for that institution to join in such 

statements or countenance them. 

The criticism of art juries is chronic with 
some painters, and it was not until the busi- 
ness of the meeting was over that any notice 

-Swas taken of the subject. A mere incident 
at the end of a most harmonious meeting was 
used to color the entire event. 

**My own motion is made to mean any- 
thing than what is clearly its intent. 

**The suggestion of unionism comes from 

’ the fact that the artists were simply asked 
to keep to their prices after once making 
them, but they are in no way bound to do so.”’ 


URGES METHODIST CHURCH 
TO FIGHT LIQUOR TRAFFIC. 


C. E. Mandeville Tells Ministers They 
Do Not Give Enough Prominence to 
®ubject of Anti-Saloon Work. 


Presiding Elder C. E. Mandeville upbraid- 
ea the Methodist ministers at the meeting 
yesterday morning at the First Methodist 
Church for not using their influence against 
fthe sale of liquor. 

“JT fear that the attitude of the church,” 
gaid Dr. Mandeville, ‘is that of a boy ‘ sit- 
ting still’ in dread of being asked to do 
gomething. There is nothing that hinders 
the progress of the church so much as the 
Jiquor traffic in its doorway. The principle 
of this ungodly license policy cannot be made 
right, and no Christian should use his voice, 
influence, or vote in its behalf. How can 
any Methodist vote for either of the old par- 
ties until they declare themselves opposed 
fto this principle?”’ 

W. H. Anderson, Superintendent of the 
Tilinois Anti-Saloon league, told of the ef- 
fect of the local option law which the league 
4s attempting to have passed by the next 
“Legislature. He predicted that seventy-five 
counties would be “ dry ”’ if the local option 
jaw were placed upon the statute books. A 
gesolution was adopted indorsing the local 
option law, calling upon the ministers to 
— Sve up to the rules of the church. Dr. 
Mandeville and J. B. Hobbs were selected to 
=. represent the Methodist Church in the Anti- 

Saloon league.

LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. . 


: (Copyright, 1902, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 
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RINCE ALBERT of Belgium has been 
so generally spoken of during the last 
few days as heir apparent to thethrone 
of his uncle, King Leopold, in connec- 
tion with the latter’s illness, that it 

may be just as well to point out that his 
father Philippe, Count of Flanders, is still 
very much alive, and having never yet inti- 
mated that he proposes to waive his rights of 
succession to the crown, is its next heir, his 
claims being prior and superior to those of 
his only surviving son, Prince Albert. . 

The Count of Flanders has nothing in 
common with his elder brother, Leopold, save 
his great stature. He is, or rather was, 
blonde, whereas Leopold is dark. His pri- 
vate life has been absolutely free from all 
reproach and scandal, his relations with his 
clever German wife unclouded, and he has 
held entirely aloof from all those financial 
enterprises, speculative operations, and busi- 
ness schemes of one kind and unother in 
which his elder brother has allowed himself 
to become involved during the last twenty- 
five years, to the detriment of his prestige. 

The Count of Flanders, who was the favor- 
ite son of his father, and who inherited by 
far the larger portion of his wealth, has in 
consequence been able to avoid all those en- 
tanglements with financiers and promoters of 
more or less doubtful character, whose asso- 
ciation with King Leopold has been a source 
of so much unpleasant comment and gossip. 

The Belgian people are grateful to the 
Count for this; he is extremely popular with 
all classes of the Belgian people, and both 
he and his wife are in close touch with the 
old Belgian aristocracy, which is more than 
can be said of King Leopold. 

The Count and Countess of Flanders are 
at their happiest in Brussels, where they 
entertain extensively. Leopold on the other 
hand is never so happy as when he can get 
away from Brussels and from Belgium, and 
never entertains save when it is absolutely 
indispensable to give a state dinner in honor 
of some royal visitor from abroad, or a 
garden party once in a few years. 

The Count frequents the Nobles club at 
Brussels, where the King is never seen, and, 
indeed, is an active factor in the social life 
of the Belgian capital. 

He has a keen sense of humor, is fond of iq 
good story, and it used to be a comical sight 
to watch King Edward when still Prince 
of Wales imparting to the Count the latest 
good thing which he had heard, the Prince 
standing on tiptoe, using his two hands as a 
sort of megaphone, whilt the Count bent 
down his ear, shaking all over with laughter. 
For I must add that the Count is stone deaf, 
so that when he ascends the throne none 
of his Ministers will be able to boast of hav- 
ing the ear of the King. 

The Countess of Flanders, whostill retains 
many traces of her former beauty, is by birth 
a Princess of Hohenzollern, a sister of King 
Charles of Roumania, as well as of that 
Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern whose can- 
didature for the throne of Spain in 1870 led 
to the Franco-German war, and a grand- 
daughter of that Grand Duchess Stephanie 
of Baden who was a niece of Empress Jo- 
sephine and the adopted daughter of the first 
Napoleon. 

The Flanders couple has three children 
living, a son Albert, who spent some months 
in this country and who has a little boy now 
some 5 months old, and two girls, one mar- 
ried to the French Prince Emmanuel of Or- 
leans, Duke of Vendome, who makes his 
home in Paris, and the other to Prince 
Charles of Hohenzollern, who is a Prussian 
cavalry officer in garrison at Potsdam. 

The eldest son of the Count and Countess 
of Flanders, Prince Baldwin, died some years 
ago in so sudden and mysterious a fashion 
as to give rise to all sorts of stories, which 
the Belgian government quite recently again 
took the trouble to deny semi-officially. 


Lord Rothschild is President of the Coun- 
cil of the United Synagogue in Great Britain, 
the Orthodox synagogue, in whose doctrine 
the restoration of the Jesw to Palestine is 
a cardinal dogma. And members of the 
Rothschild family figure in the same way 
as the lay chiefs of the Orthodox Jewish faith 
in France, in Austria, in Germany, and in 
Belgium. This being the case, the question 
is now being put to them, but more particu- 


larly to Lord Rothschild in London and to 
old Baron Alphonse Rothschild in Paris, 
by their coreligionists, why it is that they 
so persistently decline to give any counte- 
nance whatsoever to the Zionist movement, 
which, if it had their approval, might now 
attain its goal. 


The Sultan lately has withdrawn the strict 
prohibition of Jewish immigration into 
Palestine. Indeed, Dr. Herzl, the leader of 
the Zionist movement, is now at Stamboul 
in conference with the Sultan, who specially 
summoned him to Constantinople. The Sul- 
tan has at length realized that Jewish immi- 
gration into the Holy Land will not prove 
inimical to his government or harmful tothe 
integrity of his empire. 

Dr. Herzl is already in possession of a 
couple of million dollars subscribed by poor 
Jews for the purchase of land in Palestine 
for settlement by Jewish colonistse Itis said 
that the trustees of Baron Hirsch, in view of 
the altered attitude of the Sultan, are think- 
ing of devoting the funds at their disposal to 
directing Jewish emigration from Europe 
to Palestine instead of making fruitless 
efforts to find a home for Jewish emigrants 
in South America, particularly in the Ar- 
gentine Republic. 

But as long as the Rothschilds, who by 
means of their colossal wealth and their co- 
operation with a network of other friendly 
financial houses, exercise a unique power in 
the old world, influencing the destinies of 
Europe, hold aloof from the Zionist move- 
ment and discountenance it, it can never 
succeed. 

As Zangwill says, “‘ the Rothschilds could 
by a mere nod, by simply expressing their 
approval of Zionism, solve the problem of 
the ‘ Wandering Jew.’’’ -And the ques- 
tion now remains, why is it that Lord 
Rothschild, in spite of his obligations as lay 
head of the Orthodox Jewish rite in Great 
Britain, refrains from giving that nod, and 
therehy putting into execution the cardinal 
dogma of thie creed of which he is so eminent 
a member? 

At his magnificent house, or rather palace, 
in Piccadilly, as at his country seat at 
Thring, and in all the other Rothschild resi- 
dences in England and on the continent, there 
is always in a conspicuous place, generally 
among the cornices, a piece of stone or mar- 
ble left undressed, uncarved, and in a rough 
and unfinished state, which, by reason of 
the beauty and splendor of its immediaie 
surroundings, at once catches the eye. This 
is in compliance, with the rule among, all 
Orthodox Jews, that they should have no 
permanent abiding place until they are 
restored to the Holy Land, and this unfin- 
ished bit of stone is to mark that the abode 
is merely temporary and incomplete. 

If the Rothschilds are then so Orthodox in 
these matters, why do not they take steps to 
give practical expression to that Orthodoxy 
in the way indicated above. It is all a ques- 
tion of money and of influence. The Sultan, 
or rather the Sublime Porte, is in the last 
stage of financial extremity. It has pledged 
every tangible asset it ever possessed, and 
has hypothecated pretty well everything ex- 
cepting the atmosphere. It is the lack of 
ready cash that is precipitating the revolu- 
tion now imminent in Turkey and which will 
involve the partition of the Ottoman Empire 
and result in a European war. 


The acquisition of the greater portion of 
Palestine through purchase for Jewish immi- 
gration would avert this war, preserve the 
integrity of the Ottoman Empire, and in no- 
wise affect the sovereignty of the Sultan over 
the Holy Land. 

There is no anti-Semitism in Turkey. One 
never hears of Jews being persecuted there, 
although more than half a million of them 
are subject to the Sultan's rule, and while 
the rich Jews might continue to make their 
homes in the countries of which they have 
become honored and useful citizens, the poor 
Jews from Russia, Roumania, eastern Ger- 
many, France, Austria, and from England 
might find a country in Palestine Which their 
creed has taught them to look upon as the 
Chosen Land of their race, and which by 
means of their industry might be converted 
into one of the most prosperous provinces of 
the Ottoman Empire—a land flowing with 
milk and honey.

NEW BOOKS. 


A Fr’en’ of Dooley. 
“Policeman Flynn.’ By Elliott Flower. 
The Century company. 

The abundant humor of the Irish-American 
which has been so plentifully utilized in the 
Dooley papers has received a new and quaint 
turn in Poilceman Flynn,’’ the character 
created by Mr. Elliott Flower of this city, 
and exploited in the pages of the Century 
Magazine. That publication has paid espe- 
cial attention to American humor for the last 
six months, and it deserves credit, not only 
for calling attention to the literary come- 
dians of the past, but for bringing into 
greater fame some of those who amuse us 
today. 

Mr. Flower, who has a quaint fancy and 
a subtle wit, has developed the humor and 
philosophy of the policeman in a way which 
is at once original and entertaining. With- 
out in the least. being modeled On the Dooley 
articles of Mr. Dunne, his book belongs 


to the same category. Were the chief char- . 


acter a negro, a Swede, or a German, the nar- 
rative would be certain to become tiresome in 
a few pages, but the ever present wit — 
aphorism of the Celt, the. never failing go 
humor, the ready reply, and the cosmopolitan 
outlook on life make the sayings and acts of 
Officer Flynn irresistibly amusing, and the 
character may pass into permanent literary 
renown. 

There is in Flynn a unique interest which 
holds every reader. He is a copper at once 
honest and resourceful, and the newspaper 
men of Chicago will not have to guess twice 
at the identity of Flynn's original. Flynn's 
honesty compels him after he has been made 
a sergeant to beg his superiors that he may 
be “ ray-dooced to th’ r-ranks.”” “’Tis too 
easy bein’ a sergeant,’ he says, ‘‘an’ I 
don’t sleep nights for thinkin‘ iv dhrawin’ me 
pa’ay without wor-rkin’ f’r Nor is he 
inclined to make arrests for light offenses. 
‘“ Sind him home whin ye can; that’s me 
wa'ay iv doin’ it. *Tis easy done if he have 
money in his pocket to pay f'r th’ cab.” 

Taking the articles which have appeared 

in The Century as a basis, Mr. Flower has 
elaborated Flynn into a well rounded char- 
acter and made a creditable book. Any one 
conversant with police life will see a great 
deal of truth in the adventures of Flynn and 
the remarks which they brought forth from 
him. In fact, here in Chicago some of the 
incidents will be recognized as things which 
have actually happened. 
_ Fiynn is a real character and he is as 
worthy of belief as any man who ever took 
his *“‘mornin’s mornin’’ at Dooley’s bar.

Enter: An Old Favorite, 

The Novels of William Harrison Ains- 

worth. J. B. Léppincott Company. 
‘The Lippincott company of Philadeiphia is 
handling in this country a number of new 
editions of English novels of the old type. 
Last Christmas it had its name upon a fine 
edition of Samuel Richardson, which Chap- 
man & Hall brought out in London, and now 
it is selling an edition of Harrison Ains- 
worth, published abroad by Gibbings & Co, 
This is quite another from the Rich- 
ardson publication, which is chiefly interest- 
ing as a literary curiosity... Ainsworth is 
nearer our own time, and although already 
antiquated, he is genuinely interesting for 
the real fiesh and blood in his books. Sixty 
years ago his wag a name to conjure with. 
In those days he was the chief romancer of 
the English tongue and his editions ran into 
numbers remarkable even at the present 
time. He was a most prolific writer and 
turned out book after book of«prodigious 
length. The closely printed instaliments in 
Bentley's Miscellany in the 40's and 50's 


ran for’ dozens and dozens of pages and . 


would sometimes last a year... 
* Ainsworth was one of the first to see the 
possibilities of the historical novel, although 


he would, if alive today, beg for forgiveness 
for what followed his example. He could . 


not foresee girls under 20 turning out one 
by hand and dictating a second to a stenog- 
rapher, while rival publishers bid for the 
man .~ Ainsworth was a profound 
student of London history and from that 
rich mine he drew the inspiration for most of 
his romances. So true to old Mfe and condi- 
tions are his books that they would be val 


able historically, even if they were not inter- 
esting from the romance point of view, ° 

But there is something more than an 
archaic piterary interest’ in the Ainsworth 
novels, for most of them are not only of 
good workmanship, but they are lifelike in 
their portrayal of their scenes and charac- 
ters, and there is much more honesty in 
them than in many of the historical ro- 
mances of the day. The present edition is 
called the Windsor, and it consists of neatly 
printed books containing reproductions of 
the celebrated etchings by Cruikshank, 
which were so attractive a feature of the 
original publication. So far there have 
been published ‘‘ Windsor Castle,” two vol- 
umes; “St. James’,”’ and “ The Tower of 
London,’’ two volumes. 

A good fire, a good pipe, and an Ainsworth 
novel should furnish a pleasant evening to 
any man. 


A Good First Novel. 
“The Fighting Bishop,” by Herbert M. 
Hopkins. The Bowen-Merrill Co. | 


Here is a first novel that ts good. It ts 
called “The Fighting Bishop,” and it is by 
Herbert M. Hopkins, who is a professor in 
Hartford., In a sense ft is not a novel at all, 
for it is merely the recital of the fortunes of 
a family in Northern Ohio before and during 
the civil war. It reveals the author, how- 
ever, as a writer of terse English and a pro- 
found student of human nature. His sketch 
of Bishop Ambrose is a powerful bit of work,

porary novels like a giant in pigmy land. and 
his faith and stout heart bear him supreme 
over disappointments and failures which 
would have wrecked ordinary natures. The 
struggle between his passionate nature and 
his parental love. the warring phases of his 
being is magnificently portrayed by Mr. 
Hopkins, who has moments when he draws 
with master strokes. Like another David, 
but with six Absaloms instead of one, he 
withstands the shocks which come success- 
ively with the deaths of four, three of them 
violent ends. He sees his whole family and 
all the North oppose him on the question of 
slavery, and five of his six sons fall away 
from the rock of the church. He realizes in 
his old age that his whole code of family 
training has been a failure, and even the one 
son who has become a priest exhales but 
negative virtues. The pillar of his church 
falis in dishonored bankruptcy and becomes 
a hypocrite, and corruption of the foulest 
sort drags its length through the rectory. 

In spite of all this discouragement the old 
warrior of Zion never turns his face from the 
‘foe, but meets his fortune with a stout heart 
and a sword hand that never wavers. And 
so the end finds him at an age where most 
men are giving up the fight facing the future 
with a smiling face, a chastened spirit, and 
a will as indomitable ae ever. 

A fine old wrong-headed, right-hearted son 
of the church, a belated Early Father, to 
use a paradox, is this fighting Bishop, who 
dared face a hall full of Unionists to de- 
clare his belief in the South’s cause; who 
dared deny communion at the altar rail to, 
the dishonest banker, whose motto seemed 
to be, “‘ For Zion’s sake, I will not hold my 

" Uneorrupted and incorruptible, un- 
tainted by any credal laxity, ceaseless in well 


doing, a shin example in spite of his faults, 
he, was the personification of the whole 
church militant. 


The characters of the sons are skillfully 
differentiated, and in the mother and Imogen 
we have proof that Mr. Hopkine can draw 
something besides masculine nature.

BIG EDTATES IN PROBATE 


WILL OF ALFRED BOOTH AND E. 
ISHAM FILED. | 


Former Leaves Estate of Over $2,000,- 
000 Nearly All to Children—Latter 
Divides $500,000 Among the Two 
Daughters and One Son and Pro- 
vides an Annuity of $2,000 to the 
Other — Residuary Legatees Made 
Executors in Each Case. 


The wills of Alfred Booth and Edward 8. 
Isham were filed in the Probate Court yes- 
terday, the former disposing of an estate 
“in excess of $2,000,000’ and the latter of 
an estate of $500,000. : 

Mr. Booth’s two sons, W. Vernon and Al- 
fred E., are made executors without bond 
and residuary legatees. The testator's 
daughter, Alice Gaylord, wife of W. 8. Gay- 
lord, is given the house at 1688 Michigan ave- 
nue, including stables, horses, carriages, 
etc., with a few reservations of furnishings 
and pictures, which are given to the sons. 
Besides the home the daugter is given 2,250 
shares of preferred stock in A. Booth & Co. 


Special Bequests Made. 


To Mrs. Isabella Barnum is bequeathed 
the income from the proceeds of a life insur- 
ance policy of $10,000 and from 250 shares of 
preferred stock of A. Booth & Co. The pol- 
icy and-stock later revert to the estate. To 
Charles S. Norris are given 250 shares of the 
common stock of A. Booth & Co. To James 
Reed of Kansas City the testator refers as 
his “ faithful assistant in business for thir- 
ty years,” and bequeaths the income from 
150 shares of preferred stock in A. Booth & 

Alfred E. Booth is given as a special be- 
quest 2,500 shares of the common stock of 
A. Booth & Co. and William Vernon Booth 
is given certain pictures and furnishings 
from the Michigan avenue house. 

The will was drawn on Jan. 23, 1901, and 
specifically repeals and nullifies all former 
wills and codicils. It is said that it was the 
custom of Mr. Booth to make trips abroad 
nearly every year, and that before making 
such trips he would prepare a will and de- 
stroy the instrument made previously. 


Isham Estate to Children. 


One son and two daughters are named as 
the executors and residuary legatees of the 
estate of E. S. Isham. They are Edward 8. 
Isham Jr., Anne Eliza Isham, and Frances 
Isham. Another son, Pierrepont Isham, is 
given an annuity of $2,000, to be provided for 
by the trustees in lieu of other legacy. This 
son had received a portion of the estate here- 
tofore. 

To the two daughters specific bequests of 
$10,000 each are made, and to three servants 
of the family bequests agregating $2,700 are 
provided. The rest of the estate, after the 
annuity to the other son Is paid, falls into 
the residuary fund. 


CALUMET RIVER A MENACE 
TO HEALTH OF SOUTH SIDE. 


Conditions Declared to Be Similar to 
Those Which Prevailed When Chol- 
era Swept the City—Boil the Water. 


Conditions in the Calumet River region 
are similar today to those which prevailed 
about the Chicago River when the city was 
scourged by Asiatic cholera, and had the 
highest general death rate and the highest 
typhoid mortality of any city of its 
size in the world. This is the statement is- 
sued by the Weekly Bulletin of the Health 
department preliminary to repeating again 
its familiar warning, *‘ Boil the water regu- 
larly.”’ 

“While this southern end of the lake,”’ 
says the Bullétin, ‘“‘ was covered with ice 
from shore to shore—suspending wave ac- 
tion and disturbance of the foul bottom— 
and precipitation was so light as to prevent 
sewer flushing, the public water supply was 
uniformly good or usable from all sources. 
But with the breakup of the icecap and the 
melting snow on its watershed the Calumet 
began to pour into the lake the accumulated 
waste of the winter’s work of the packing 
industries, refineries, and other institutions 
along its banks. Southerly and southeaster- 
ly winds swept this foulness up to the Hyde 
Park crib, nearly four miles north of the 
mouth of the river, and repeated dangerous 
contamination of the water supply from this 
cause resulted, culminating last Friday in 
the worst degree of contamination ever 
found in the laboratory examinations. 

“Except diphtheria, all the principal 
causes of death showed a marked reduction 
during last week. There is a 12.5 per cent 
increase of diphtheria mortality since Feb. 
1 over the January mortality this year. 
Laboratory examinations show increasing 
numbers of the pneumonia germ, and there 
is reason to apprehend another increase of 
this disease. Not one of the sixteen new 
cases of smallpox discovered last week had 
ever been vaccinated. All but two of these 
were colored people. No one, however, who 
been successfully vaccinated within 
the last five years need fear contact with 
such people.”’
